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BRITISH ELECTION PLANS 


HOME RULERS WHO WILL SUF- 
PLANT UNION LIBERALS. 
DISTRICTS IN WHICH HARD FIGHTS WILL 

BE MADE—LONDON NO LONGER A CEN- 
TRE OF POLITICAL INTEREST. 
By Commercial Cable from Our Own Corre- 
spondent. 

Lonpon, June 16.—The House of Com- 
mons reassembled to-day for the transaction of 
nothing but absolutely necessary business. The 
attendance was small and the opening proceed- 
ings were uninteresting, it having been ex- 
Pected that there would be no opposition to 
passing the Appropriation bill. In fact London 
has ceased to beacentral political world. The 
real political interest of the day lies in 
the action taken by the political societies and 
constituencies now represented by the 93 Liberal 
members who voted against home rule. The 
few straws thrown up, showing how the wind 
blows, have, I hear, already had the effect of 
weakening the overweening confidence at first 
expressed by the Tories. 

Mr. Gladstone’s address, narrowing the issue 
in the elections practically to coercion or con- 
ciliation, and describing the self-styled Union- 
ists as ‘* paper unionists,” bas borne fruit thus 
early, although at this moment it must be con- 
fessed that the Ministerialists are believed in 
some quarters to be fearingasmall majority 
against them. Nevertheless there is a more 
hopeful tone to-day. The seceder, Col. Salis- 
Schwabe, of Lancashire, has mounted the fence, 
declaring his willingness to accept Mr. Glad- 
stone’s proposal that Ireland should, under 
well considered conditions, transact her own 
affairs. The votes at Bodmin and Liskeard 
against Mr. Courteney,and the dissatisfaction 
axvo-sred at Islington against Mr. R. Chamber- 
jain, indicate that these dissentients cannot be 
re-elected except by Tory help. At Burnley the 
Liberal Three Rundred voted 217 to 27 request- 
ing William Summers to oppose Mr, P. Rylands, 
the present member. At South St. Pancras the re- 
calcitrant Sir J. Goldsmid will be vigorously op- 
posed. Among other opponents of home rule 
Richard Davies, from Anglesea, will be replaced 
by Lewis Morris, who isa Home Ruler; Sir J. J. 
Jenkins, of Carmarthen, has retired and two 
bome rule candicates are already in the fleid; 
Mr. R. Bickersteth, of Newport, will be opposed 
by a Conservative, contrary to the plan adopted 
by the Conservative Party; Mr. A. G. Kitching 
will be hotly opposed at Maldon; Sir R. Leth- 
bridge, of North Kensington, will have an able 
Home Ruler against himin the person of Ed- 
mund Routledge; Mr. H. B. Ince, of East Isling- 
ton, is again to stand in spite of the opposition 
of many of hissupporters; Major G. Marton, of 
Lancaster, is almost certain to be defeated by 
Mr. Williamson,a Home Ruler; even Sir Charles 
Dilke, notwithstanding the general opinion that 
the recent scandal will prevent his re-election, 
has received the support of a large meeting in 
Chelsea for the sole reason that he voted for the 
second reading.

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LORD HARTINGTON’S MANIFESTO. 
AN ARGUMENT AGAINST MR. GLADSTONE’S 
HOME RULE BILL 

Loxpox, June 16.—Lord Hartington 
nas issued a manifesto to the Rossendale 
slectors. He says: “1 regret the loss of 
the confidence of the majority of the 
Liberal Council. Under circumstances so 
grave and unprecedented I cannot accept as 
final the decision of any body of electors, how- 


ever influential. If it is Mr. Gladstone’s opin- 
ton that the Irish difficulty is only solu- 
ble by a fundamental alteration of the 
relations between Great Britain and Ireland, it 
is to be regretted that he has not placed the 
question in that light before the electors. 
I maintain that neither Parliament nor the 
electors ought to be invited to accept the 
principle of so vast a change as a separate 
Parliament for Ireland until a plan_ has 
been put before them satisfying the conditions 
which Mr. Gladstone himself has declared 
to be indispensable. The bill recently rejected 
by Parliament, in my opinion, satisfies none of 
the conditions. Weare not assured that it will 
or can be reconstructed in such a manner 
as to remove the objections of many of 
those even who yoted for it. The measure 
is recommended asa justand more strougly as 
the only means for the restoration of social 
order in Ireland without a resort to stringent 
coercion. My opinion is that it is a question less 
of justice orright than of expediency. If Ireland 
had claimed indenendence,; then the question 
of justice or right might be raised, but 
that claim is not now openly. asserted, 
and tne Government maintains that 
under this measure Ireland will remain 
an integral part of the kingdom. To re- 
guile tuat the people of Ireland should sub- 
mit to be governed by a Parliament wherein 
they are tuiiy represented and whereby they 
help to govern Great Britain, may be inexpe- 
dient, but cannot be described as unjust. Apart 
trom the claims for justice, however,it 1s not de- 
nied that there exists in Ireland a general desire 
for the greater control of her own affairs. This 
desire, within certain limits, the Liberal Party 
recognizes as a reasonable claim. The ques- 
tion is t» what extent can it safely be con- 
ceded by the Government. This measure 
reserved to the English Parliament, wherein 
Ireland was not to be represented, the control of 
vital matters in which frishmen are equally in- 
terested with Englishmen and Scotchmen,such as 
the coneuct of colonial and foreign affairs, the 
reculation of trade, customs, and excise duties, 
and at the same time intrusted to the Irish 
Legisiature practicaily the exclusive control of 
legislation, administration of laws affecting the 
relations of property, the prevention and pun- 
ishment of crime, and the civil and religious 
rights and liberties of the whole community, 
To say that these are exclusively Irish 
uffairs and therefore may safely be intrusted to 
the management of the lrish is misleading. To 
recognize the fact that the Irish people are wide- 
ly dividedin the distinctions of race and religion 
is not to import into the controversy the 
elements of relizious bigotry. Not only Prot- 
estunts but many Catholics also regard the 
meusure with real alarm, to ignore which 
un attempt is made to escape by 
specious phrases from the realities of 
the position, and the Government pro- 
posed a measure to protect the landlords, 
Who are only a small faction. Regarding the 
c!xsses requiring protectiun, the Premier is now 
silent. Heudmitted that Ulster deserved con- 
sideration, but the protests of Uister are neg- 
lected. Nota word in Mr. Gladstone's address 
indicates any serious attempt to satisfy the 
claims of the Protestant minority. Iam com- 
pelied therefore to conclude that witnin the 
lines of the Government plan it is impossible to 
devise adequate protection for those whom it 
8 admitted need it. 

“Itis easy to dismiss with contempt alterna- 
tive plans suggested by those who decline to 
accept the separatist scheme of the Govern- 
ment, but who are willing to concede rea- 
sonable demands, The difficulties are great. I 
am certainly not preparea to commit myself 
to the details of any of the plans pro- 
posed, but certain conditions may be clearly 
stated which are essential to any plan. Parlia- 
ment ought to continue to represent the 
whole and not a part of the kingdom; 
powers which may be conferred upon 
subordinate local bodies should be aelegated, 
not surrendered; the subjects delegated should 
be clearly defined, and the right of Parliament 
to control and revise the action of subordinate 
legislative and administrative authorities should 
equally be clearly reserved, and, Jastly, the ad- 
miiistration of justice ought to remain in 
the bands of authority responsible to Parlia- 
ment. Itis asserted that sucha limited measure 
would not satisfy Ireland, but if a majori- 
ty of the people of the United Kingdom 
distinctly and firmly declare that they will 
not assent to any measure which would loosen 
the bonds of union, it remains to be proved 
whether the Irish people can be persuaded to 
maintain a hopeless and unnecessary contest. 

Alternative schemes are dismissed without 
discussion. In order to show that coercion is 
not the only alternative, nobody has advo- 
cated coercion as a ~pvolicy. But there 
is a point. where any Government 
may be compelled to resort to what may be 
called coercion. The Government measure is 
no alternative to coercion, because it is certain 
that without coercion the Protestants of Ulster 
would not submit to the authority which it is 
Proposed to impose upoa them, 

Finaily, the question has been asked, How are 
Engiand and Scotland to be governed? An 
attempt has been made to show that 
in the face of determined opposition near- 
ly 9) Irish members supported a large 
number or English and Scotch members. This 

roblem is impossible of solution. If this isso, 

t is not a question for argument. but a simple 
surrender of full representation. A Perliament 
freely conceded to Ireland must be conditional on 
their exercise of the privileges in @ manner 


even existence of Parliamentary institutions. 
A mauifest determination to destroy or crip- 
ple those institutions is as clearly; retellion 
against the constitution as Open resistance to 
the Crown. It will be our duty to defend Par- 
liament from internal attacks as our prede- 
cessors defended it from external aggressions 
of arbitrary power. 


Lonvon. June 16.—Mr. Parnell is prepar- 
ing an election manifesto. It will be addressed 
to the English people, and its purpose will be to 
reassure them concerning the consequences of 
granting home rule to Ireland. 

Most of the Parnellite members of the House 
of Commons have left London and gone to Ire- 
land. Mr. Parnell and Mr. T. P. O’Connor re- 
main here, and will stay until after dissolution. 
When Parliament has been dissolved the Na- 
tional League will hold a general meeting in 
Dublin for the purpose of considering the gen- 
eral party situation. The meeting will issue a 
manifesto to the Irishmen of Great Britain. 

Mr. Gladstone will start from London on his 
Midlothian campaign tour to-morrow morning. 
He has arranged to make brief speeches along 
the way at Leicester, and, if possible, at 
Skipton, Carlisie, Hawick, and Gulashiels, 
Upon reaching Edinburgh the Premier will 
proceed direct to his hotel. He will make 
his appearance before the Scotch public in Edin- 
burgh on Friday evening, when he will makea 
great Ccampuign speech. Mrs, Gladstone will ac- 
company her husband throughout his Midlothian 
campesign, and their son William will complete 
the party. ‘ 

The Midlothian Liberal Association has 
adopted, by a vote of 52 to 14, a resolution ex- 
pressing confidence in Mr. Gladstone. 

in a speech at Chester this evening Earl 
Spencer, Lord President of the Council, inti- 
mated that the Land Purchase bill would not be 
cropped.” Hesaid that the Government was 
defeated by a combination of two parties, 
which were unable to form a Government 
either singly or combined, because they 
agreed upon no policy except that of opposing 
Mr. Gladstone. He declared that separation was 
impossible, and that the Irish knew and acknowl- 
edged the fact. 

Lord Salisbury, replying to a correspondent 
who calls Mr. Gladstone’s reference in his mani- 
festo to coercion for 20 vears a gross distortion 
of Lord Salisbury’s words and a deliberate mis- 
statement, says: “ I think your language hardly 
exaggerated. I never proposed toenforce new 
repressive laws for 20 years.”’ 

The Unionists have decided to contest in the 
coming elections the seats now held in the 
House of Commons by T. D. Sullivan, for the 
College Green Division of Dublin; by Timothy 
Harrigan, for the Dublin Harbor Division; by 
Edmund Dwyer Gray, for the St. Stephen‘s 
Green Division; by W. Murphy, for St. Patrick’s 
Division, and tor the County of Dublin by John 
J. Clancy. 

The Orange Grand Lodge of Ireland has issued 
a manifestu protesting against the betrayal of 
the loyal minority of Ireland at the bidding of 
Mr. Gladstone and Mr. Parnell in the interests of 
rebels, outrage mongers, and other violators of 
the law.

THE DEAD MONARCH. 
THOUSANDS OF SORROWING PEOPLE FLOCE- 
ING TO SEE LUDWIGQ’S BODY. 

MunicH, June 16.—The body of King 
Ludwig was placed in state in the old chapel of 
the Residenzschioas this morning, and the pub- 
lic were admitted aiter8o’clock, The crowds 
which came to have a last look at the dead King 
were enormous and beyond the capacity of the 
authorities to handle in an orderly manner. 
The people in their first surge brushed the 
guards and ushers aside, and poured in in dis- 
orderly confusion. Many were knocked down 
and trampled upon, and the coffin was soon sur- 
rounded by people breathiess with excitement 
orerying aloud with pain. The doors of the 
palace were finally forced shut, and arrange- 
ments were made for admitting 200 persons at 
the end of each quarterofanhour. To preserve 
order under the new plan, it was necessary to 
place at the entrances soldiers bearing fixed 
bayovets. Fora while this incensed the people 
and increased the disorder and danger, but they 
eventually quieted down and awaited their 
turns decorously. 

The funeral of King Ludwig will taxe place 
next Saturday. The funeral mass will be said in 
St. Michael’s Church. The chief celebrant will 
be Archbishop Steichele, who will be assisted by 
a large number of clergy. 

The body of Dr. Gudden, who was drowned in 
Lake Starnberg with King Ludwig, was to-day 
interred in the suburban cemetery. The funeral 
was attended by the Ministers of State and the 
students and Professors of the university, and 
wreaths were laid on the erave on behalf of 
Prince Luitpold and the Medical Faculty of the 
university. 

Parliamentary circles are discussing the point 
as to whether Prince Otto, the heir presumptive 
to the throne, who is known to be insane, ought 
not to be passed over in favor of the next 
agnate. 

The Pope has telegraphed an expression of 
condolence to Prince Luitpold, Regent of Bava- 
ria, upon the death of King Ludwig. 


CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 
Paris, June 16.—The Senate Committee 
on the expulsion bill has elected M. Barthélemy 
Saint-Hilaire President. 
A telegram from Saigon says: “*Two French 


officers have been killed with poisoned arrows at 
Thanhoa. There have been fresh massacres of 
Cheistians in Anam. The rebels have burned 
some villages near Tourane.”’ 


CONSTANTINOPLE, June 16.—The Porte 
has resolved to avoid a conflict with Bulgaria in 
order not to give Russia a pretext for interven- 
tion, 


Romer, June 16.—The Vatican does not 
approve of the expulsion of the French Princes, 
but has decided to take no action respecting the 
matter, 

The Chamber of Deputies has unanimously 
declared against the election of Cipriani, the 
Socialist, who is now undergoing servitude. 


ZuricH, June 16.—The locksmiths of this 
city went out on strike to-day. Some disorder 
arose, and the police were compelled to use 
weapons. Several strikers were wounded and 
were sent to hospitals. 


Bewrast, June 16.—The Coroner’s jury 
have found another verdict of wilful murder 
against the police in the case of a person who 
has died from buckshot wounds received in the 
recent riots. 


ATHENS, June 16.—The Government has 
sent anote to Turkey complaining of the manner 
in which she has permitted the Greek prisoners 
in her custody to be treated and reminding 
Turkey that such conduct cannot be easily for- 
gotten. 


Mons, June 16.—Twenty-five hundred 
miners at the Fi:nu coal mines have gone out 
on strike. Astrong band of strikers marched 
to the St. Fiorent mine at Quaregnon and forced 
the miners to leave the pit. The police prevented 
them from proceeding to other pits. The lancers 
are confined in the barracks in readiness for any 
emergency. 

The strike is becoming more general. Several 
squadrons of lancers have been ordered to Hornu 
and Quaregnon. The Governor of Hainault has 
started for the scene of the strike. 


Lonpon, June 16.—Sir Charles Dilke has 
given notice that he will appeal from the decia- 
ion of Justice Sir James Hannen, made on the 
llth inst., denying Sir Charles and Mrs. Craw- 
ford the privilege of being made parties to the 
Dilke-Crawford case as reopened by the Queen’s 
Proctor. Sir Charles tasists upon his right to 
deny under oath the charges made by Mrs. Craw- 
ford and to have her subjected to a cross-exam- 
ination. 

Advices from the British consulate at Nou- 
mea, the capital of the French colony of New- 
Caledonia, state that the French military and 
naval» expedition, which recently proceeded 
thencé to the New-Hebrides Islands, hoisted the 
French fiag over them on June l, and that 
the Captain of the French transport which per- 
formed the ceremouy exchanged visits with the 
commander of a British man-of-war lying in the 
vicinity. England is engaged in seeking trom 
France a statement as to the truth or falsity of 
the above report. 

A dispatch from Chitral says: ‘Col. Lock- 
hart’s party, which left here some time ago to 
join the Afgban Boundary Commission, has 
been surrounded by natives, and, aithough not 
threatened with violence, is unable either to 
proceed or to return. The party is short of 
provisions, The treasure recently forwarded 
from here has uot arrived at its destination.” » \ 





A QUARREL OVER BURIED TREASURE, 

HunNTINGDON, Penn., June 16.—Peter 
Herdic, once known asthe Williamsport Lum- 
ber King, received the contract. a year 
ago to supply Huntingdon with wa- 
ter. Yesterday afternoon his men were 
excavating at the new reservoir, at the 
head of Fifth-street, when, at a depth of about 
eignt feet from the surface, J. D. McClain dis- 
covered an earthen pot securely sealed which 
was filled to the brim with Mexican and 
Americau gold and silver coins of ancient 
date. McCiain refuses to make public the 
amount of money the pot contained, but his 
friends say it is several thousand dollars. As 
soon as the discovery was made known Mr. 
Herdic putinaclaim for the treasure on the 
round that it was found on his property, while 
eClain insists that it is his under the common 
law relating to treasure-trove. Mrs. Chris- 
tian Colestock is another claimant. Her 
deceased husband sold the land to Herdic, 
and the widow alleges tbat the money was 
buriea by Colestock years ago for safe keeping. 
Allthe parties have engaged counsel, and the 
ownership of the contents of the pot will be 
tested in court.

A VICTORY FOR EDMUNDS 


SUSTAINED BY THE VERMONT RE- 
PUBLICAN CONVENTION. 
LIEUT.-3OV. ORMSBEE NOMINATED FOR GOV- 
ERNOR—THE DEMOCRACY VIGOROUSLY’ 

ARRAIGNED. 

MoNTPELIER, Vt., June 16.—The early 
proceedings in the State Republican Convention 
to-day were tame and uneventful. Contrary to 
general expectation, Lieut.-Gov. E. J. Ormsbee 
was nominated for Governor on the first bal- 
lot. When put in nomination his name excited 
no enthusiasm, but his managers have been 
busy, and enough delegates were pledged to his 
support to insure the capture of the coveted 
prize. There were 629 delegates present, with 25 
towns unrepresented. Frank Plumly, of North- 
field, was made temporary and then permanent 
Chairman. After the introduction and reference 
of various resolutions, a ballot wag taken with 
the following result. Whole number of votes, 
603; E. J. Ormsbee, 340; J. K. Batchelder, 195; 
L. P. Poland, 43; W. G. Veasey, 13; scattering, 
12. Mr, Ormsbee was declared the nominee, and 


on motion of J. V. Carney, of Bennington, the 
vote was made unanimous. 

The nominee of the convention was born in 
Shoreham, Vt., June 8, 1834. He received an 
academic education, read law in the office of 
Briggs & Nichols, of Brandon, and was admitted 
to the Barof Rutland County in 1861, and settled 
in Brandon. In the war of the rebellion he was 
Lieutenant of Company G, First Regiment, and 
Captain of Company G, Twelfth Regiment, Ver- 
mont Volunteers. He represented Brandon in the 
Legislature of 1872,and was Senator from Rutland 
County in 1878. He was Assistant Assessor of 
Internal Revenue from 1867 to 1876. In_ 1884 he 
was a member of the Republican State Commit- 
tee and Trustee of the Vermont Reform School. 
His religious preference 1s Episcopalian. In 1884, 
in the Republican Convention, he defeated J. R. 
Batchelder in the nomination for Lieutenant- 
Governor, and was elected to that office, which 
he now holds. 

The votes given to Judge Poland and Veasey 
taken together compass the strength of the anti- 
Edmunds element in the convention. This ele- 
ment endeavored to work up a large scattering 
vote, trusting that the Edmunds men would 
split for Ormsbee and Batchelder, and in the end 
force a compromise candidate upon the conven- 
tion. The scheme failed ignominiously and 
without the semblance of astruggle. It would 
have failed in any event, as in case of a split on 
the leading candidates the name of Gen. Wells 
would have been at once presented, and he 
would have gone in with a rush. 

The first business of the afternoon session was 
the appointment of a State Committee. This 
concluded, Hugh Henry, of Chester, refused to 
allow his name to be presented for the second 
place on the ticket, leaving the field to Franklin 
Fairbanks, of st. Johnsbury. and Levi K. Fuller, 
of Brattleborough. The presentation of the 
latter name aroused the most enthusiasm of the 
day, but Fairbanks’s chances were considered 
the best until just before balloting began, when 
a heated discussion over the manner in which 
his pame was presented turnea the tide in 
favor of Fuller. Afteran oratorical display of 
the most remarkable character ever heard in 
Vermont, in which Fuller’s supporters came off 
with flying colors, a ballot wag taken which 
gave Fuller the nomination, with 425 outofa 
total of 577 votes. The Hon. Levi K. Fuller, the 
nominee, was born in Westmoreland, N. H,, 
Feb. 24, 1841. and was educated in the schools of 
Bellows Falls and Brattleborough, locating in 
the latter town. His nomination was a surprise 
even to hisown townspeople. 

The rest of the ticket was nominated by ac- 
clamation, the present incumbents being se- 
lected in each instance. The resolutions adopted 
after affirming adherence to the principles of the 
Republican Party, assert that the Democratic 
Party during its present control of the Govern- 
ment bas given to the country none of the re- 
form and improvements promised by it. It has 
shown itself short of leaders competent to 
grapple with the Jiving issues of the day, 
and has already demonstrated to un- 
prejudiced observers that the change of party 
contrul was for the worse, and not for the 
better. They condemn the Morrison Tariff bill, 
asserting that this and other measures proposed 
by the Democrats of the House are opposed to 
the best interests of American industries, econ- 
omy, and retrenchment of national expenses. 
They assert that the course of the Na- 
tional Administration in. relation to the 
disposal of the Federal offices in Vermont, 
the removal of honest officials to fill their places 
with “‘saloon keepers, pot-house politicians, 
and strikers” has been the most absolute bur- 
lesque of civil service reform and deserves the 
condemnation of all who desire a clean, effi- 
cient, and trustworthy public service. They 
also take a radical stand against intemperance, 
encourage the movement led by Parnell and 
Gladstone, and urge Congress to legislate 
against oleomargarine, 





A BIG FIRE IN NEW-HAVEN, 


THE PORK PACKING HOUSE. OF SPERRY 
AND BARNES DESTROYED. 
New-HAven, Conn., June 16.—The big- 
gest, hottest, and most destructive fire that 
New-Haven has seen for years broke out this 
morning, and before it was under con- 
trol one of the largest establishments 
in the city was gutted. Just before 
5 o’clock John Torsney, night watchman at 
Sperry & Barnes's pork packing house, on Long 
Wharf, discovered fire in the storeroom. He 
sent out an alarm, but before the steam- 
ers could reach the scene the building 
was in flames. A general alarm cailed out 
the whole department and the firemen worked 
like beavers, but they were unable to obtain a 
sufficient supply of water. The fire from 
spread rapidly, the grease 
which saturated almost the whole build- 
ing rendering everything as inflammable 
as gunpowder. From the frame storage bulid- 
ing where the fire originated, it leaped across 
the driveway tothe main huilding. ere were 
stored hundreds of barrels of pork and hams, 
and tierces of lard, which burst and furnished 
additional food for the fire. MSarrels of 
saitpetre exploded with loud reports, shaking 
the walls of the building and threatening de- 
struction to the firemen, who heroically stuck 
to their posts and continually directed 
streams of water upon the  biazing 
mass. Several men were overcome by 
the heat. When at 11 o’clock the 
fire was got under control the smoke houses, en- 
gine room, tank house, boiler house, boiler 
room, hog rooms, storage and _ packing 
houses were in ruins. The stable wall 
was broken down and 14 horses taken 
out ana 1,500 hogs rescued. The loss is 
between $275,000 and $300,000. To-night the 
tlames burst out again, but did little damage. 
Engines will be kept on the scene for 
another day. The origin of the fire is 
uncertain, but it Jjooks much like the work 
of an incendiary. On buidings and machin- 
ery there was $240,000 -insurance; on stock, &c., 
$40,000. The New-York companies having poli- 
cievon the property were the Home, $10,000; 
Hanover, Continental. German-American, Ni- 
agara, Greenwich, $5,000 each; the Phoenix and 
Citizens’, $3,750 each, and the Westchester, 
Glens Falls, Firemen'’s, American, Bowery, Peo- 
pie'’s, Farrazut,.

UNEASY SENATOR PAYNE. 


EFFORTS BEING MADE TO SUPPRESS TESTI- 
MONY IN THE CASE. 

Cotumsos, Ohio, June 16.—The meeting 
of the Democratic State Committee in Columbus 
on Thursday last, although poorly attended so 
far as members themselves were concerned, was 
in sufficient force by aid of proxies, to locate the 
next State Convention at Toledo, a point where 
much of the fine work was performed that suc- 
cessfully retired Senator Pendleton and gave to 
Gen. Ward his fatal wound, An air of mystery 
surrounded the gathering ofa week ago, and 
those who should know allthat occurred were 
left in ignorance of the most important part 
of the proceedings. From a Democrat of 
the old school and whose name may 
hereafter appear, it is learnea that informa- 


tion was received directly from Washington 
on the day of the meeting that all hopes of the 
friends of Mr. Payne to prevent an investiga- 
tion of the charges that have been filed with 
the Senate were gone, and that an effort must 
atonce be made to prevent, if possible and by 
any means, the bringing out of any further 
testimony calculated to -trengthen that already 
taken by the House committee, The reports 
that have been in circulation for several days to 
the effect that there were Democrats now will- 
ing to go before the Senate and give testimony 
of much importance has been verified, and this 
matter was discussed by certain Democratic 
politicians bere, ana probably explains the 
presence of Mr. Robert Reece. the recognized 
agent of Mr. Payne, if not that of Mr. 
William Bishop, the’ Cincinnati pCoilector. 
It is now known that threats have been made by 
the Payne managers aguinst the friends of Sen- 
ator Pendieton, dnd ail such have been warned 
against taking any further steps calculated to 
compromise the validity of Mr. Payne’s election 
to the Senate. It is understood that the trusted 
agents are now cngaged in the duty of personal- 
ly calling upon all of the suspected ones. It is 
intimated that an efforc will be made to make it 
appear that Senator Pendleton and Gen. Ward 
were the real boodlers, and that the Simon Pure 
Democracy demanded that Senator Pendleton, 
because of his civil service law, should be abased 
and Mr. Payne exalted. This is confirmed some- 
what by the request of Senator Payne to-day 
for a week’s delay in order to submit rebutting 
testimony. 

From a private source it is learned that the 
Secretary of the Navy, Mr. Whitney, is using all 
personal etforts in Washington to defeat a com- 
ee and thorough investigation by the Senate. 

y the same authority itis stated that in the 
campaign of 1883 Mr. Payne did personally offer 
to aid in an election in a certain county which 
was in doubt, and.to send a man to that locality 
at his own expense. The only point in this, 
however, is that Mr. Payne was making a fight 
to secure a Legislature favorable to him, and in 
his correspondence with the State Committee 
this matter was well understood. Yet to the 
outside world no such suspicion existed, and in 
fact the statement was published, with appar- 
ent authority, that a majority of the 
committee were Pendleton men. After 
the election the ablest and sieekest“ were 
doing missionary work for Mr. Payne 
in the strongholds of Ward and Pendleton. 
Since Mr. Payne became Senator it is charged 
that he has failed to reply.to the most courte- 
ous letters addressed to him by those who vol- 
unteered to serve in his ranks and paid their 
own expenses, even in Northwestern Ohio, 
where it ig sxenerally understood that volun- 
teers were given a bounty. Complaints are be- 
ing made that the Cleveland statesman has not 
only forgotten his pledges, but fails now to 
recognize his standard bearers. 

A leading attorney of Northern Ohio, recog- 
nized as in the employ of Senator Payne, ar- 
rived here late to-night.

A FORMIDABLE .OPPOSITION CANDIDATE IN: 


CHARLES S. WOLFE. 

HARRISBURG, Penn., June 16.—The ap- 
pearance of Charles S. Wolfe at Bradford last 
evening, with his elaborate plea for prohibition; 
his severe criticism of the corrupt methods of 
Cameron and Quay, and his virtual announce- 
ment of bis candidacy for the Governorship, 
sends a thrilltbrough political circles in ali di- 
rections. It had been well understood that he 
would not decline the Prohibitionist nomina- 
tion, but it was not known when or where he 
would make his appearance in the fleld. It now 


appears that he has the sympathy and probably 
the active support of State Senator Emery, as 
it was at the latter’s house he made his home 
during bis stay in Bradford. The significance of 
Wolfe's uction, and the serious menace which 
it impiies to the Republican State ticket is 
every where appreciated. The vigor of his attack 
on the two machine managers, coupled with his 
argument that it is\impossible either of them 
would do anythiug for the cause which the Pro- 
hibitionists have at heart, indicates the lines on 
which he _ proposes to make his campaign. 
Friends of Gen. Beaver are becoming more anx- 
ious with each day of the development of these 
initial movements, and they freely concede that 
the result has become doubtful. Most of the 
county conventions held to elect delegates to 
the State Convention are, however, now in- 
structing for Beaver, though two or three have 
refused to doso. Thecomposition of the ticket, 
exclusive of Gen. Beaver, is probably less cer- 
tain than it seemed a short time ago, and the 
convention when it meets is likely to be thor- 
oughly sobered by the serious situation in its 
front. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 16.—Col. Quay, who 
is spending a consideraole part of his time in 
this city, is known to regard the outlook for the 
Republican State ticket as not encouraging, but 
he insists that the failure to elect Gen. Beaver 
will not carry down with it the majority in the 
Legislature. This is the more interesting to 
him as he is openly engaged in setting up the 
Philude/phia legislative districts in behalf 
of his candidacy for the United States 
Senate.

CONGRESS AND ITS WORK 
THE.FATE OF THE TARIFF BILL 
TO BE DECIDED TO-DAY. 


‘ITSt PROSPECTS OF SUCCESS VERY SLIGHT‘ 


-—THE LEGISLATIVE BILL PASsssD— 
PRAISING THK PRESIDENT’S WIFE. 

WASHINGTON, June 16.—At a convenient 
hour to-morrow Mr. Morrison will ask the 
House to take up the Tariff bill. He does not 
expect that the House _—iwill consent 
to take it up. For months, as he says 
himself, be has known that he was beaten. 
That knowledge has restrained him 
from pressing a vote, in the hope 
that new light might be let into the understand- 
But 
waiting has only served to strengthen a teeling 
of alarm among Democrats, who still hear the 
potent yet humbugging campaign cry of the Re- 
publicans ringing in their ears. Mr. Morrison’s 
determination to maintain the tariff fight is un- 
shaken. Ho denounces as abominable the story 
that he is seeking fora grievance against the 
Administration and that he proposes to make 
the vote of New-York Democrats the test of 
further amity between himself and the Presi- 
dent. He does not conceal his conviction that 
the Administration possessed the power to help 
or hinder him, and that it did not move, unless 
the recent letter of Secretary Manning advising 
tariff legislation, and not objected to by the 
President, may be taken as an encouragement 
to tne friends of tariff reform. 

The latest canvass of the House indicates that 
the motion to consider the ‘lariff bill will be 
beaten by 12 votes. There arein the House 184 
Democrats and 140 Republicans, one place being 
vacant. It 1s probable that 136 Republicans and 
32 Democrats will vote against consiaeration, 
and 152 Democrats and 4 Republicans are counted 
as deciding to vote forit. The majority against 
consideration, according to this canvass, 
is 12 votes. The Democratic opposition 
is made up of one vote from California, 
eight from Ohio, four from Louisiana, one from 
Alabama, one from Maryland, four from Penn- 
sylvania, three from New-Jersey, and ten from 
New-York. The New-York Democrats counted 
against consideration are Felix Campbell, Ma- 
honey, Bliss, Miller, ** Tim’? Campbell, Merri- 
man, Stahinecker, Spriggs, Pindar, and Arnot. 
Adams may be added to this list, and possibly 
one or _ two others’ taken from it. 
Mr. Cariisle is not as despondent about 
the matter as Mr. Morrison and is inclined to be- 
lieve that enough changes may be made to secure 
asmall majority in favor of consideration, but 
no one expects that the vote for the bill would 
be so large as 152 if it were a question of passing 
it. The issue will be quickly drawn, however, 
and all doubt will be dispelled before the ad- 
journment to-morrow afternoon.

A day or two ago, ina playful mood, the House 
of Representatives voted to increase the salaries 
of the Sub-Treasurers of the United States at 
Cincinnati, Chicago, and Boston, and to-day it 
was asked to do the same thing for the Sub- 
Treasurer at St. Louis, It had also voted, in 
spite of Mr. Holman'‘s protest, to increase the 
appropriation for the New-York Sub-Treasury 
by $10,000 on Mr. Hewitt’s recommendation. So 
long as Mr. Holman remained in his seat his pres- 
ence and his attenuated voice seemed to provoke 
the House to extravagance. Just as soon as he 
had started for Indiana to look after a renom- 
ination, leaving Mr. Randall in charge, the 
House yielded to persuasion and consented 
to vote the sums reported by the Commit- 
tee on Appropriations. The warnings given 
yesterday by Mr. Randall and Mr. Hiscock, 
of the dangers of a deficit, had their effect, Mr. 
Hiscock returning to that subject to-day to re- 
mind the House that he had yesterday forgotten 
to mention that the KRiver and Harbor bili was 
to be increased by the Senate, and that the re- 
fund of duties under a reverse ruling in cus- 
toms cases might require $10,000,000. The bill 
was passed late.in the afternoon with all the 
items of increase disagreed to, including that of 
$10,000 for the New-York Sub-Treasury, for 
which Mr. Hewitt had contended persist- 
entiy and nervously. The civil service 
clause did not again come up. It had 
been ruied out by Mr. Blount, and was 
bevond reach, It was not expected to stand the 
test of aruling. It was putin to give such men 
as Randall, Holman, and the other speakers whu 
supported it a chance to appear before their 
constituents as enemies of civil service reform. 
They know the reform hascome to stay, but 
they have many ignorant and prejudiced con- 
stituents who have expected to hear them talk 
against it, and the clause about which there has 
been so much talk was inserted for precisely 
that purpose.

Just before the vote on the passage of the 
Northern Pacific land forfeiture was taken in 
the Senate yesterday Mr. Van Wyck sprung an 


amendment on the railroad Senators which took 
them so unawares that, beforethey could rally 
to defeat it, it went ae ona yea and nay 
vote without any debate. Tne Nebraska Senator 
proposed to add to the bill a proposition repeal- 
ing the following words io the act of 1864, grant- 
ing the lands to the Northern Pacific Road: ‘**And 
the right of way shall be exempt from taxation 
within the Territories of the Uniteu States.” 
Mr. VanWyck bad given no warning ot his in- 
tention to offer such an amendment and he only 
took time to explain it in two sentences 
before calling for a yea and nay _ vote. 
The amendment was promptly carried by 
a vote of 26 to 20, andthe Northern Pacific Sen- 
ators are now regretting that they were caught 
napping. The right of way of the road is 400 
feet wide, and for 22 years the company has been 
exempt from paying taxes on this wide strip for 
many hundreds of miles. On the right of way 
are its station houses, machine shops, round- 
houses, elevators, and other buildings, and no 
taxes have been paid on property, the value of 
which is many millions of dollars. Tnose whose 
attention has been calied to Mr. Van Wyck’s 
amendment regard it as much the most import- 
ant feature of the whole bill. ‘I'he roll call 
shows that 18 of the 20 votes against the amend- 
ment were cast by Republican Senators, among 
whom were Messrs. Allison, Blair, Dawes, Ed- 
munds, Frye, Hoar, Ingalls, Logan, Hawley, 
and Miller. Messrs. Brown and Payne were the 
two Democrats who voted against the amend- 
ment,

Mr. Daniel L. Hawkins, Missouri, who was 
nominated on June 1 to succeed Assistant 
Secretary of the Interior Jenks, has been 
in town for some time ready to assume 
the duties of the office as soun as the Sen- 
ate contirmeda his nomination. The Mis- 
souri Senators were unable to get his case 
acted upon until to-day, when Mr. Eamunds 
consented that the nomination should be dis- 
posed of and himself moved anu executive session 
before the close of the morning hour. After 
visitors bad been driven from the galleries and 
all doors had been locked and barred Mr. Haw- 
kins was confirmed. This will be carefully 
guarded as a Senatorial secret until two more 
secret sessions have been held, when the Senate 
will permit the public to know that Mr. Haw- 
kins was confirmed to-day. The President will 
also be informed of the fact and the new Assistant 
Secretary’s commission can then be made out 
and signed. Amonga lot of other nominations 
which the Senate has confirmed 1s that of Joseph 
C. Hendrix for the Postmastership at Brooklyn. 
There was no opposition to Mr. Hendrix, but 
the Senate has not been in a hurry to act upon 
any executive business recently and the Brook- 
lyn Postmaster has had to wait with others, 
John E. McComb, who has been confirmed as 
United States Attorney forthe Eastern District 
of Texas, was nominated in December last. 
Several others recently confirmed had waited 
from one to six months, so that Mr. Hendrix had 
plenty of company. John C. Shieids, of Michi- 
gan, who was named for Chief-Justice of the 
Supreme Court of Arizona on Dec. 14, 1885, has 
been held up until now, only to be rejected.

THE? TENNESSEE REPUBLICANS. 
—_—_.—_— 
ALFRED A. TAYLOR NOMINATED FOR GOV- 
ERNOR ON THE FIRST BALLOT. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., June 16.—At 10 0’clock 
this morning the State Republican Guberna- 
torial Convention was called to order in the hall 
of the House of Representatives, and in less 
than five hours had nominated a candidate for 
Governor, adopted a platform, listened to ad- 
Gresses, and adjourned sine die. The Hon, L. 
C. Houk, member of Congress from the Second 
District; the Hon. A. H. Pettibone, mem- 
ber from the First District; the Hon. 
R. KR. Butler, ea-member, and W. P. 
Brownlow, grandson of the famous 
Gov. Brownlow, were among the distinguished 
leaders present, and succeeded in securing the 
nomination of aman from their part of the 


State. East Tennessee has not had the Guber- 
natorial candidate for 10 years, and as the com- 
ing Democratic Convention will likely recog- 
nize the claims of that section, it was demanded 
that the Republican nominee should hail from 
the mountains, where large majorities are rolled 
up at State and national elections. The nomi- 
nation lends new interest to the already inter- 
esting situation. 

The Hon. S. A. McElwee, colored, who has 
served in the Legislature and as delegate to 
Presidential conventions, was placed in nomina- 
for temporary Chairman and elected. He was 
escorted to the chair by two white delegates, 
and assured the convention that the race that 
he represented was as ae to the party to-day 
as it ever was. The delegates vigorously 
cheered. The State Lxecutive Committee, com- 
posed of one representative from each Congres- 
sional district for two years, was announced as 
follows: W. P. Brownlow, First District; D. A. 
Meek, Second; W. S. Tipton, Third; B. W. But- 
fords, Fourth; R. 8, Montgomery, Fifth; J, C. 
Napier, Sixth; A. M. Hughes, Seventh; L. L. 
Hawkins, Eighth; J. R. Walker, Ninth, and W. 
M. Smith, Tenth. John C. Houk, of East Ten- 
nessee; S. H. Haynes, of West Tennessee, and 
Jonn J. Littleton, ot Middle Tennessee, were 
added to the committee as representatives from 
the State at large. 

The Hon. T. W. Brown, of Shelby County, was 
elected permanent Chairman. He declared that 
a free ballot and a fair count could not ob- 
tained in the South unless the Government fur- 
nished a remedy, and censured the Democracy 
for not accepting the Blair bill, that illiteracy in 
the South might be reduced. The Young Men's 
Amendment Club, of Knoxville, colored, and 
the Young Women’s Christian Temperance 
Union, of the same city,!{presented petitions ask- 
ing that a resolution be inserted in the platform 
in favor of the submission to the people for 
their adoption or rejection of the proposed con- 
stitutional amendment prohibiting tne manu- 
facture and sale of intoxicating liquors asa 
beverage in Tennessee. The resolution was re- 
ferred, and the nomination of a candidate for 
Governor was declared in order. 

W.M. Smith, of West Tennessee, nominated 
the Hon. David A. Nunn, of Haywood County; 
R. W. Austin, of East Tennessee, nominated the 
Hon. Alfred A. Tayior, of Carter County. The 
nominations were seconded by many delegates, 
Mr. Taylor won on the first ballot, receiving 373 
votes to 195 for Mr. Nunn. When it was seen 
that Mr. Taylor had a majority the Hamilton 
County delegation voted solidly for him. This 
wasasignal for rapid changes, and much en- 
thusiasm. A motion to make the nomination 
unanimous was carried with haste anc, amid the 
wildest excitement Mr. Taylor was deciared the 
nominee. He was escorted to the stand and 
made a short address of acceptunce. 

The platform renews the allegiance of the Re- 
publicans of Tennessee to the Republican Party. 
it charges the Democratic Party with the 
present depression in business and the suf- 
tering of the poor; declares against 
bringing convict labor in competition 
with free labor; favors the employment 
of short-term convicts on public roads; de- 
mands the repeal of the present per capita road 
tax; favors the passage of the Blair bill, the 
protection of American labor, and a pro- 
tective tariff. It demands the repeal 
of the internal revenue system; demands 
that corporations shall pay their employes in 
money and not in scrip and merchandise; fa- 
vors a better mechanics’ lien law; sympathizes 
with Ireland, and favors home rule for that 
country. It favors a free ballot and a 
fair count. A minority report was read 
favoring the submission to the people of the 
proposed constitutional amendment, but sug- 
gesting that the matter should be relegated by 
the people in their respective legislative districts 
to their representatives. After warm dis- 
cussion an amendment to the minority 
report was adopted, expressing the sense of the 
convention that the people had a right to vote 
on the prohibition question. The convention 
then adjourned sine die. Mr. Taylor is one of 
the most prominent men in the State, and his 
admirers say he has an excellent prospect of 
election.

CHICAGO'S WOUNDED POLICEMEN. 

CutcaGco, June 16.—Only 18 of the 67 
police officers wounded at the Haymarket riot 
have returned to duty. Seven men have died, 
four are in a critical condition, and two of 
these will probably die. Twelve others are still 


unable to leave their beds, and 42in al] have not 
reported for duty. Twoof the wounded men 
have lost a leg each, another several toes, 
and a third bad his jaw fractured. Lieut. 
Stanton, who was wounded in 18 places, and 
quite a number of the other wounded men 
who are able to travel, have left the city and 
are seeking heaith in different parts of the coun- 
try. It has been a subject of much remark that 
the wounds have been exceedingly siow in hea!- 
ing, and it is generally believed that those 
who were struck by the shell were more 
or less poisoned. Even those who received 
slight injuries and have returned to duty carry 
alame leg ora bandaged hand, or some otber 
memento of the occasion, which clings persist- 
ently to them. This is particularly the case 
with Officer Frank Murphy, who received a very 
slight wound inthe hand from a piece of the 
shell. It bas never healed. To-day he went to 
the hospital to receive treatment, as serious 
fears are entertained that blood poisoning will 
eventually set in. 








THE MAINE COLD WATER MEN. 
PorTLAND, Me., June 16.—The prelimi- 
nary meetings of the State Prohibitory Conven- 
tion were held here to-day. The day was 
Passed in prayer and speechmaking, pre- 
paratory to the more serious business of 


the convention to-morrow. Gen. Neal Dow is 
as busy as a June bug, and openly says the bold- 
ing of this convention is a final separation from 
the Republican Party. If the opinions of tre 
delegates are to be taken into consideration the 
movement threatens to become formidable, but 
the result of previous elections does not 
promise very grave results from this coid 
water ebullition. ‘The utterances of to-day were 
certainly the most threatening ever emanating 
from the so-called * third party’ in Maine, but 
it is doubtful if they will cause very grave con- 
cern. Ex-Gov. John P. St. John, of Kansas, ad- 
dressed the convention this evening. Candidates 
will be nominated to-morrow.

Here tne Governor seated himself and 
inspected the Charlestown Monument, Powder 
Horn Hill, Sleeping Chelsea, and Leathery Lyon, 
as the express whirled over the Eastern rail- 
road. It was = desire to avoid alt publicity 
and he was fully gratified. The Democrats o 
Saiem, Ipswich, and Newburyport knew noth« 
ing about his movement, and toiled right on 
with their daily tasks. The Portsmouth people 
bave been impatiently awaiting his appearance 
foraweek. ‘*There be goes,” said one as the In« 
surance Superintendent waiked briskly out of 
the station, as they rushed along behind gazing 
reverentiaily Upon him. Mr, Jones handed the 
Governor himself into the nearest carriage, and 
away the visitors went to the Ruckingham. 
Later on the Mayor of this city was seen driving 
wildly in pursuit.

The afternoon waa 
spent in driving over to New-Castle, and inspect- 
ing the Summer botel and its delightful sur- 
roundings. The fog lifted long enough to give 
the Governor his first view of the Isles of Shoals. 
A ramble over the ruins of old Fort Constitution 
tollowed. The Kittery Navy Yard was too far 
away to reach beforesundown. It suggested a 
thoughtful topic of conversation, however, for 
itis already a bone of contention between tha 
Portsmouth and the Kittery Democrats. The 
New-Hampshire Democrats appear to have 
coopered about nine-tenths of what patronage 
it possesses. The Kittery Democrats are conse- 
quently quite certain that the country is on the 
verge of ruin, and thut Blaine’s candidate for 
Governor will be elected by a rousing majority 
as the resuit. In the old daysthe Kittery Demo<« 
crats “‘coopered”’ the navy yard, and the othex 
fellows hung their heels over the pier heads and 
the opposite side of the Piscataqua and sulked, 
Mr. Cleveland’s attention cannot be too prompt« 
ly called to the existing condition of affairs.

THE ROSSMURDER MYSTERY 


A CINCINNATI CRIME OF FOUR‘ 
YEARS AGO. 

THE CONFESSION OF ONE OF THE MURDER- 
ERS MADE PUBLIO AND A WARD POLI- 
TICIAN CHARGED WITH THE DEED. 

Crvcixnwatr, June 16.—The Enquirer this 
morning published a sensational story in ref- 
erence to the mysterious murder of Mr. 

Albert G. Ross on the 65th of October, 

iss2. The crime was one of great atroc- 

ity and excited widespread interest. Al- 


bert G. Ross lived in the beautiful suburb of : 


Glendale, 15 miles from this city. He wasa 
prominent coal dealer, anc a member of the Ex- 
position Commission. On the night of Oct. 
5, 1882, he- went out to his home on the midnight 
train. He was Treasurer of the Exposition, 
which concluded its annual exhibition on that 
particular night. 
of mind. He had spoken at a dinnerof the 
Commissioners, when the success of the enter- 
prise had been good cause for congratulation. 

After Mr. Rossieftthe train at Glendale sta- 
tion nothing more wasseen of him until early 
Sunday morning, when his dead body was 
found lying near the railroad track, a 
short distance below the station, and only a 
few rods from hishome, The skull was crushed 
inand the head horribly mangled, giving evi- 
dence of a terrible struggle. The most intense 
excitement was produced by the discovery of 
the bioody corpse. Detectives were sent tor and 
responded quickly, The citizens of tne village 
called a meeting, and offered a reward of $5,000 
for the arrest and conviction of the murderer. 
Some plausible theories for the commission of 
the crime were advanced, and suspicion was 
fastened upon two or three persons. A resident 
of Glendaie was arrested and lodged in jail, 
charged with the murder, but no proof being 
obtained be was subsequently released. To en- 
courage the police authorities to investigate the 
mystery the iad ipws J Commissioners offered an 
additional reward of $2,000. 

Nearly four years have passed since the tragedy 
and no clue to the murderer has been obtained, 
The case is still fresh in the memory of every 
citizen, but little hope has ever been felt that 
the cowardly assassin would be brought to jus- 
tice. The $7,000 reward still stands unclaimed. 

Inthe Fall of 1884 Philip Hennessey, a well 
known Democratic ward politician, was shot 
and mortally wounded atthe Higehteenth Ward 
pollsin thia city. On his deathbed he confessed

No attention was paid to his 
Statement, and his indefinite assertions were 
6000 forgotten. 

Ai the ejection in the Fall of 1884 Hennessey 
wae shot by Officer Nealis at the Eizhteenth 
Ward poils, the policeman mistaking his victim 
for a friend of Kelly. The mornine after the 
election Mike Kyan, a policeman, went up to 
the hospital tosee Hennessey, who was then in 
a dying condition, and he made to him a state- 
ment. The énguirer reporter, who heard of the 
matter, called upon Hyanat the saloon which 
he and George Honeyman now ruy at No, 227 
West Sixth-street, and asked what Hennessey’s 
statement wus. He said:

I 
intended to getafull statementof how it was 
done, and of everything that occurred, and Hen- 
hessey, as near dead as he was, wanted to give it 
to me, as he still wanted to get even with Kelly. 
About the man whoshot him, he told me not to 
prosecute bim, and to tell him that he would not 
make trouble for him, whether he got well or 
died. It was the general talk around the saloons 
on Centrail-avenue and Plum-street that Keliy 
Was the main man in the Koss murder.” 

An officer who was stabbed by Kelly’s brother 
paid: ** You knowTI had trouble with Keliy on 
that election day as a policeman, and clubbed 
him. Hennessey was in sympathy with me, and 
told me, as well as others, that Kelly was a dirty 
traitor, and that he would get eveo by pulling 
the haiter around his ueck. After that Pete 
Kelly, John’s brother, stabbed me on iis ac- 
count, and I had more reasons than ever to be 
fore against the family, and after I got well I 
fully intended to work up the case myseif and 
have Kelly arrested charged with the mur- 
der, though it would be doubly hard 
to prove after Hennessey’s death. Keily’s 
associates in the Eighteenth Ward have 
told me that he showed them Ross’s watch, and 
in a dav or two after the murderexhibited a 
large roll of money ina Central-avenue saloon, 
remarking that it was money that * blood had 
been shed to secure.’ I have always thought 
since that a strong point in the chain of evidence 
is the fact that Capt. Ross’s collector boarded at 
Kelly’s house, and I think his indiscreet talk is 
what fret aroused Kelly’s greed for his money. 
Henuessey told more about the matter to Tom 
Kennedy than to any one in the world.”

DAMAGE TO THE ONION OROP. 

MipDLETOWN, N. Y., June 16,—The-grow- 
ers of the famed onion-producing districts of 
Orange County, the “Graycourt meadows,” 
near the Erie Railroad station of that name, and 
the ** black dirt meadows,” on the banks of the 
Wallkill, are greatly annoyed the inroads of 
& small black worm which is devastating their 
fields. The pest isa new-comer in this section, 
having st appeared last season. It attacks 
the bulb of the onion as soon as fairly 
formed, and with fatal effect. In some 
cases whole fields have been damaged 
50 badly that the growers have abandoned the 
effort to raise a crop. Scientific authorities 
when appealed to, suggested the liberal mixture 
ofsalt or of tobacco factory refuse with the 
soil in preparing for acrop, but these remedies 


are or are not, and another 60 badly involved that 
he will have to goto Utah to do justice to all his 
piedges.

ALONE FOR TWENTY YEARS 
THEN SENT TO AN ASYLUM. 

Exum, N. Y., Junel6.—About 20 years 
ago @ maiden lady named Susan A. Hoffman, 
then 25 years of age, came to Elmira from Vir- 
ginia. She was an eccentric person, was full of 
the Soutbern spirit that prevailed at that time, 
and became possessed of the idea that the people 
of the North were her enemies and would 
eventually murder her. Ever since the time 
mentioned she occupied rooms in a tenement 


building on the corner of Main and Clinton 
streets. She lived on stale meat, vegetables, and 
berries that she gathered from neighboring 
stores, and thrived on thgt kind of diet, putting 
to rout ali the theories regarding the 
unwholesomeness of stale food promulgated by 
the doctors. Although she has well-to-do rela- 
tives in Indiana, who have paid ber rent and 
sent her money, she refused steadfastly to have 
anything to do with them. In all these years she 
has shunned society and wanted neither man, 
woman, nor child to associats with or even to 
speak to. Her sole associates have been a num- 
ber of pets—a canary bird, a hen and rooster, gnd 
a pigeon being the chief ones. At one time her 
rooster from some unknown cause died. She 
grieved as over the logs of a child, but she got the 
better of her sorrow and raised another rooster. 
The strangest thing about this proceeding 
was that the hen refused to set and she therefore 
trained the pigeon to that duty. Her rooms 
were tilled with every imaginable article—oid 
ketties, bones, sticks, and all kinds of rubbish 
that could be picked up on the street she care- 
fully saved until the place was filled. The prem- 
ises where she lived finally became so filthy that 
the Board of Heaith recognized that something 
rust be done to abate the nuisance. Her broth- 
ers were written to, and they professed entire 
willingness to support her and do anything in 
their powerto alleviate ber condition. A con- 
sultation resulted in the decision that it was best 
to send the afflicted woman to an asylum, and 
she was taken to Buffalo yesterday. 


HUNTING FOR THE ONION GROB. 
Nerwspure, N. Y., June 16,—Passengers 
on the Erie Ratirosd passing over the great 
Chester onion meadows at night between Grey- 
court-and Chesterare attracted by myriads of 
lights thatgleam in all directionsover the mead- 
ows. There are hundreds of them. The light 


proceeds from lanterns and torches in the hands 
of men, women, and children who are oqrefully 
seeking what is known asthe onion grub. This 
isa worm which first mage its appearance on 
the meadows last year with disastrous results to 
the crop. It has appeared in increased numbers 
this year, and the farmerg have found no means 
of eg eo | it except by hunting it at night, 
during which time it does its feeding, remaining 
hidden during the day. So destructive is the 
work of this new pest that acres upon acres of: 
onions have been plowed up and replaced with 
other crops. Many busheis of the grubs are col- 
lected every night and burned. As the onion 
crop of the Chester meadows amounts to $500,000 
@ year, the impurtance of successfully com- 
bating the erub isapparent. Theinsect touches 
‘nothing but the onion plant.

THE DISINFECTION CRAZE. 


COUNSEL FOR THE BOSTON RAG IMPORTERS 
ON ITS ABSURDITY. 

Boston, June 16.—S. D. Warren, the 
counsel for the rag importers and paper-manu- 
facturers opposing the present regulations for 
the disinfection of foreign rags at this port, con- 
cluded his argument before the City Committee 
on Health yesterday. He cited the testimony of 
experts to show that owing to exposure to light 
and air, and the lapse of time before reaching 
the United States, imported rags are innocuous; 
that the sanitary regulations of the city and 
State were so perfect that the few cases of small- 
pox which might by any means be introduced 
here could easily be stamped out, and that there 
was a greater danger of infection from domestic 
than from foreign rags. He quoted the evidence 
to this effect.of Dr. George Shattuck, editor of 
the Medical and Surgical Journal; Dr. Charles F. 
Folsom, ofthe State Board of Heaith; Dr. O’Con- 
nor, Mayor of Holyoke; Dr. Samuel H. Durgin, 


and others. He next presented what he called a 
remarkable consensus of opinion in relation to 
the efficiency of vaccination as a preventive of 
smailpox. It included the testimony of Drs. 
Whitney, Shattuck, O*Connor, Folsom, Cushing, 
Durgin, and others. Then he quoted reasons 
given by medical and sanitary authorities why 
contagious diseases might be introduced by the 
clothing or baggage of immigrants, while there 
was as little danger of their introduction 
through rags as merchandise. He presented an 
array of evidence to prove that there was no 
authenticated case of an epidemicin this coun- 
ei which could be traced to imported rags, 
while the statistics of epidemics and immigration 
showed conclusively an intimate connection be- 
tween the two. 

Investications in England, he said, had con- 
firmed the conclusions reached in this country. 
He charged that the order issued by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, requiring the disinfecting 
of all importations of rags, had been secured in 
the interest of men who owned the patent for the 
steam process of disinfection. e did not at- 
tribute any unworthy motives to Mr. Coan or 
Mr. Gresham, or Mr. McCulloch, who respective- 
ly were at the bead of the Treasury Department 
during the pendency ofthe matter. But the in- 
fluence brought to bear upon them was in the 
interest of the parties named. The facts justi- 
fied him in asserting that, partially at least, the 
manufactured “craze” about infected rags was 
a commercial movement. He regretted that 
Mr. Scott Smith, the President of the disinfect- 
ing company, had not appeared to testify. He 
would have asked him some interesting ques- 
tions regarding the authorship of SLeteral 
specific articles in the press designed to stimu- 
late the ‘‘ craze.” The articles were all in favor 
of the object desired by Mr. Scott, their-moral 
being ‘* disinfect py steam.” 


AN ENGLISH FUGITIVE CAPTURED. 

Orrawa, Ontario, June 16.—Superin- 
tendentSherwood, of the.Dominion police, has 
‘returned from Quebeo where he accomplished a 
mission on behalf of the Department-of Justice, 
arresting an Hnglish fugitive embezzler named 
Griffith Lewis, alias John Hughes. A cablegram 
was received by the department from the-Colo- 


nial Secretary about 10 days ago stating that 

ewis had sailed for Canada, probably on one of 
the Dominion liners. Mr. Snepwead was in- 
structed to be on the lookout for the embezzler,, 
and upon the arrival of the vessel found Lewis | 
on board and arrested him. The prisoner was 
brought before Judge Chauvreau next day and 
acknowledeed to having embezzled money from 
the Nautellerale Building Society. The amount 
appropriated is stated to have been very large. 
Jervis expressed his willingness to return to 
England to stand his trial and will be sent back 
in charge of an officer.

There the procession re-formed in re- 
verse order and marched to asmall platform on 
the Twenty-first-street front of the grounds, 
midway between Ninth and Tenth avenues, 
The students reached the spot, which is the site 
of the cornerstone of the new chapel of the 
Good Shepherd, to be erected by Mrs. Samuel 
Verplanok Hoffman, in memory of her husband, 
at a cost of $90,000. The students separated in 
two ranks, and between them marched the cler- 
gy. led by the Bishops, Bishop Potter reading 
the one hundred and thirty-second Psalm. Col- 
lected about the freestone block which 
is the cornerstone, Bishop Scarborough read a 
number of prayers appropriate to the occasion, 
Dean Hoffman, of the seminary, then announced 
that the leaden box which had been placed in 
the cornerstone contained copies of the Bible, 
Prayer Book, Hymnal, the proposed changes in 
the Prayer Book, journals of the Jast General 
Convention of the church and of the last State 
Convention, the church almanac, a history of 
the seminary, with its constitution and statutes, 
and proceedings of the Board of Trustees, and 
of the daily papers. Bishop Littlejohn, with a 
silver trowel and hammer, formally laid the oor- 
nerstone, and the audience sang the hymn be- 
ginning * Christ is our cornerstone.” 

Bishops Littlejohn, Scarborough, and Potter 
then made short addresses, The former hoped 
that the erection of this bu:lding was but a fore- 
runner of the supplanting of the oid buildings 
by new and modern edifices, which would make 
the seminary what it should be—the most com- 
plete institution of the kind in the pn tnntnt tc) 
laid particular stress upon the necessity of 
teaching theology that should adapt itself to 
meet and successfully battle the characteristip 
tendencies of the day and time, Itshould teach 
theology as the queen and the foremost of the 
solences. 

Bishop Scarborough paid a eulogy to the 
memory of Mr. Hoffman, and cordially com- 
mended his widow, who had s0 generously pro- 
vided for the completion of a chapel in which 
students could be taught what true worshi 
should be and how it should be conducted. 
Referring to the time when he graduated, 29 
years ago, when the Trustees were uncertain 
whether to keep the seminary whereit was 
orremove it elsowbere, he said he was glad to 
see it permanently fixed here in New-York, “* be- 
cause I should hate to see the grounds dese- 
crated by anything but the seminary.” The 
audience laughed heartily at tbis ‘* bull,’ the 
Bishop laughing no less heartily than the rest, 
as he added, “A many nationality will come out 
in spite of himself.” ‘Then he said: “ As you are 
in a mood for laughing, I*ll tell you a story.” 

Then hetold howasbort time ago, while he 
was preparing for an episcopal visitation, he 

ut six or seven sermons in the bag he was pack- 
ng. His daughter,7 years old, watchea him 
and finally asked: 

“Papa, are you going to preach all those ser- 
mons while you're gone?”

Bishop Potter made the last. address, in which 
among other things, he said that of the $1,250,006 
given for various objects to the church last 
year, the greater part wasthe gift of women, 
or in memory of women who have passed over 
tothe great majority.

and clergy and students went tothe refectory 
ofthe seminary, where a bountiful collation 
was served by Caterer Clark, of West Twenty- 
third-street.

AND IS FOUND UNHURT. 
Prom the Albany Eventng Journal, June 16. 

Mrs. George-H. Borden, acocompaniod by 
her son, aged 3 years, and a little daughter, axed 
1 years, left Olean yastercday afternoon on-a 
visit to Boston. At Binghamton she took the 
sleeper on the Boston express, leaving that-city 
at 12:35 o’clock Jast night and arriving hereat 
6:45 o’clock this morning. As soon as the train 
left Binghamton the mother retired with her 
children. They are bright and winsome and 
were up-early this morning to enjoy the novelty 
of theride. They woke Mrs. Borden shortiy 
before 6 o'clock, and she arose and dressed 
first the little boy and next the little girl 
Then after Slingerlands was passea she al- 
lowed them to go outin the passageway, of the 
sleeping car and putter around while she was 
doing up her hair. This completed, she turned 
to look for the children. The little girl had 
come back to its mother, but when she looked 
out the boy was nowhere te be seen. The partly 
opened door and the absence of the boy were so 
suggestive as to strike terror to the mother’s 
heart. She thought at once that the little fellow 
had toddled out on the platform, fallen from the 
train, and been killed. The passengers on board 
were alarmed as well as the train hands, but it 
was deemed most expedient to continue on to 
the city and then telegraph back to Deimar and 
Slingerlands and have men go out, search for 
the body, and forward it by the next train. It 
was not deemed possible that the little one could 
have survived the fall. 

The train reached Albany, and while !adies on 
board comforted the mother io the station, tele- 
grams were dispatched to Delmar and Slinger- 
lands to make all baste with the search for the 
lost boy. Two hours later the welcome intelii- 
gence was flashed back, ** Found unhurt.” The 
revulsion in the mother’s feelings was great and 
she wept tears ot joy. Other teiegrams stated 
that the little boy was found at Kilbourn’s 
Woods, about half way between Slingerlands and 
Delmar.

WAR AMONG 7H: BARBERS. 
A MASS MEETING AND AN ADDRESS 
FAVOR OF SHORTER HOURS. 

There has been a temporary lull in the 
controversy among the barbers, but it is not 
the lull which presages the coming of peace. 
On the contrary, the razors have been but tem- 
porarily sheatbed, and “war to the knife” is 
promised in the immediate future. ‘The Boss 
Barbers’ Association and the Journeyman 
Barbers’ Association have joined hands for the 
nonce in a fight against their common enemy, 
the rival Association of Boss Barbers, who re- 
fuse to keep their agreement to close their shops 
at 8 o’clock on all week day evenings except 
Saturday—on that day at 10 o’clock—and at 1 
o'clock an Sundays. President Miller, of the 
Boss Barbers’ Association, will soon issue a 
formal adaress to the public, asking gentlemen 
who desire the services of a barber to refuse to 
patronize the shops which do not close at the 
agreed hours. 

This address will probably not be issued until 
after the mass meeting which the journeymen 
barbers are to hold at the Cooper Institute next 
Mouday evening. Tnat meeting is intended to 
be not one of barbers alone, but of citizens gen- 
erelly who belicve that 18 hoursaday is long 
enough to ask a barber or any one else to work, 
As the public was with the car drivers and con- 
ductors when they asked that they should 
not be required to work more than 12 
hours a day, so the barbers believe the 
public will support them in their demand 
that shorter hours be required of them. 
At Monday’s meeting it is probable that the ad- 
dress to the public will be drawn up, 1n which 
all gentlemen will be asked to withhold their 
patronage from the shops which refuse to go into 
the early closing movement. The anti-early 
closing shops, at present, comprise fully half of 
the shops in the city, those in the hotels and the 
heart of the city being the only ones whicn very 
generally close at the agreed hours.

YERKES AND HIS CROWD WANT 
THE WHOLE EARTH. 
THE PHILADELPHIA SYNDICATE’S OPERA- 
TIONS IN CHICAGO STREET RAILROAD 
FRANCHISES, 


Cur0aGo, June 16.--The Daily Mews this 
morning prints a four-column article on the 
North Side Railway matter under the heading, 
“ Yerkes’s True Scheme." It says: **The full 
intention of Mr. Yerkes and the Philadelphia 
syndicate in their pending negotiations with the 
*boodle’ gangin the City Council] isat last dis- 
closed. Less than a month ago x2 new company 
Was organized to seize the La Salle-street tunnel, 
capture valuable street franchises on the north 
side, and, indeed, to swallow tho old North Chi- 
cago City Railway Company. The new come 
pany is called the North Chicago Streot Railroad 
Company, a title so like that of the well known 
north side corporation, the North Chicago City 
Railway Company, that it was evidently ine 
serted for the purpose of deception, and 
was 60 far successful that uutil yes. 
terday no one except those’ _ directiy 
interested in the scheme of rapacity dreamed 
that an entirely new enterprise was projected. 
The orzanizers of the new compzsny control the 
stock of the old. While the two corporations 
are ostensibly under separate managements, it 
is fair to presume that the syndicate 1n power in 
each is the same. After Mr. Yerkes secured a 
controlling interest in the stock of the North 
Chicago City Kailway Company he secretiy 
organized the North Chicago Street Railroad 
Company, with $5,000,000 capital. When the 
books were opened for subscriptions one T. H. 
W entworth, Sr., a gentieman whose name is un- 
fortunately missing froin the Chicago City Di- 
rectory, promptly subscribed for 49,990 shares, 
representing a par vaiue of $4,900,000. The 1 
remaining shares were handed over to tour other 
Cxpitalists of egually low degree, but who are 
fortunate enough to be friends of Charles T. 
Yerkes, 

“* The scheme was to absorb the old c mpany. 
This was easily done by the Yerkes people in the 
oid Board of Directors leasing the franchises of 
the old company to themselves. Lhe new com- 
pany, it is said, agreed to guarantee an annual 
dividend of $80 a shure on the old company’s 
stock. Inasmuch as each share now produces a 
dividend of $60 a year this proposition wiped 
out one-half of the value of the old stock at one 
stroke. The next move was to secure for the 
old corporation the right to adept the 
cable, with all the attendant expense, and 
finally the monopoly of the tunnel was to go to 
the new company with all the attend: ad- 
vantages. Very naturaily the minority stock- 
holders in the present corporation have taken 
alarm, and Congressman George E. Adams, a 
heavy holder of minority shares, hurried from 
Washington yesterday to learn something of 
the proposed ‘freeze-out.’ He bad a hasty 
consultation with Aiderman Manierre, and re- 
turned none the wiser of the intentions of the 
Philadelphia gang. 

“The manner of wrecking the old company 
had not yet been discovered. The Aldermen deny 
being aware of the new concern. When the 
tunnel ordinance was read in the Council the 
Similarity of numes jed no one to suspect the ex- 
istence of the new company. Inail the discus- 
sions n0 Mention was made of it. The north 
side peopie were led to believe that the o!d com- 
pauy had got into new hands—nothing more. 
They were told that increasing the facilities of 
transit was the object of the Philadelphia syadi- 
cate. Oa May 19 the North Chicago Street Rail- 
road Company filed articles of association in the 
Kecorder’s office of Cook County. Appended to 
this are certificates of incorporation from the Sec- 
retary of State, and the report of the 
Commissioners, showing that T. H. Wentw 
Sr., subscribed for 49,090 shares, and A 
Crawford, James M. Chitford, Warren 
beck, Edwin C. Markham, and William 
Meeker, for two shares each, thus coverin 
the capital stock of the new company.” 

The article continues: “ At the time the incor- 
poration papers were applied for a telegram, 
signed ‘A. Crawford,’ was sent to the Secretary 
of State. lt read: 

** Haveconsent of North Chicago City Railway Com- 
pany and will forward if necessary. refer it us it is.’

“Jn the light of thisillumination it doth appear 
that the redoubtable Mr. Charles T. Yerkes, as 
President of the younger north side railroad 
company, has put himself in the way of swal- 
lowing tbe old northside railroad company. Aa 
President of the old and decrepit corporation he 
has leased to himself as President of the young 
and rapacious concern the right to operate its 
franchise upon guaranteeing 30 per cent. divi- 
dends on its stock where this is reported to 
have paid per cent. When the 
horse system is replaced by the cable 
he expects the road will earn what would 
be equivalent to 90 per cent. of the present capi- 
tal. Butas President of the young and vigor- 
ous North Chicago Street Kailroad Company, 
holding the pass through which the whole sys- 
tem can alone be made available, he can collect 
the tolls over ali the roads, account to lLimself, 
as President of the old company, for 50 per cent, 
on its capital stook, and divide the remaining 64 
per cent., and anything left over amony the 
simull but select number of Quaker stockhoiders 
in the North Chicago Street Kailroad Compuny. 
What the Broadway franchise is to the success 
of the Philadelphia syndicate in New-York, the 
Lasalie-street tunnel is to the same unscrupu- 
lous lot of speculators in Chicago.”’ 

Andrew Crawford, one of the subscribers for 
the stock,is the attorney of the new corpora- 
tion. Regarding the identity of IT. H. Went- 
worth, Sr.. who has signed the list for $4,990,000 
worth of stock, little can be learned. It is stated 
in the News tnat Mr. Crawlord says he isa re- 
tired capitalist who resides in Washington. Fur- 
beck is a Tellerina Chicago bank. William D. 
Meeker is the present cashier of the old north 
side company. Edwin C. Markbam is the cash- 
jer in a local newspaper office, and Clifford is de- 
scribed in the Directory as a “trader.”” No one 
of the five smaller stockholders bus ever been 
recognized asa capitalist. ‘The disclosures have 
created a great sensation in the Board of Alder- 
men, but the members are loth to express ap 
opinion.

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NEW LAWS FOR THE STATE 


BILLS SIGNED AND UNSIGNED BY 
GOV. HILL, 


THE DOCK DEPARTMENT MEASURE LEFT 
OUT IN THE COLD-—-WHY THE FREE 
LIBRAKY BILL WAS APPROVED. 

Axpany, N. Y.. June 16.—Goy. Hill fin- 
ished his consideration of the bills left in his 
hands by the Legislature iast evering before he 
started tor Boston. At noon te-day the clerks 
in the executive department made public his 
decisions, and the record of the session of 1888 
is now completo. When the Legislature ad- 
journed there were 815 bills awaiting the action 
of the Governor. Of these 66 failed to become 
laws. Two, the New-York Excise and Spring 
Election bills, were reguiarly vetoed, and the 
rest remain unsigned in the pigeon holes in the 
Executive Chambers. Sixty-six new laws were 
filed with the Secretary of State to-day, making 
the total number on the statute book for the 
year 68]. Last year there were 557,andin 1884 
hdl. 

With the bills signed to-day were two memo- 
randa, one relating to Capt. Huntting’s cele- 
brated project to transfer Lloyd’s Neck from 
Queens to Suffolk County, and the other pertain- 
ing to free public libraries in cities. Of the 


former Gov. Hill says: 

“This dill sets offa portion of Queens County and 
annexes the same to the county of Suffolk. it there- 
fore changes the boundaries of two Assembly dis- 
tricts. The questicn arises whether this can be legaily 
done at this time under the provisions of section 5 of 
Article Ill. of the Constitution, the bill not having 
been passed by the Legisiature ‘at its first session 
after the return of the [State decennial] enumera- 
tion.’ | have considerable doubt upon the 
question. It clearly could not have been done prior to 
the amendment to the Constitution of 1874, and there 
is some question whether that amendment has obvi- 
ated the objection. ‘lhe bill does not propose to erect 
aby new town or any new county, but it divides a 
town and Givides a county, and changestwo AssembDiy 
districts. The power ot the Legislature to change the 
boundaries «2 an Assembly district at any time where 
a new town is Created, af wheres & new county is 
erected, is conceded, but 2 may well be 
doubted whether it can divide a town 
or divide a county at any ime, without 
the erection, at the same time, of 2 new town or anew 
county. If I was clearly satisfied of the anconstitu- 
tionality of the measure I could not approveit. Not 
being so satisfied, { must give the bill the benefit of 
tbe doubt, and therefore approve it. Aside from this 
question’ there 1s no objection to the bill on its merits. 
The propriety <n@ justice of the change ts too clear 
for argument.” 

Of the free public library measure the Gov- 
prnor says: 

This pill is opposed by the Mayor and the other mem- 
bers of the Board of Estimate and Apportionment of 
New-York City. principaliz upon the ground that its 
provisions are >elieved to be mandatory... am compelled 
to differ with them as to the legal effect of the biil, [ 
regard its provisions as Geceenery, and believe that 
they will be construed so that it Is left to the sound 
judgment ot the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment astothe amount of moneys which that boara 
may see fit to allow to the libraries in ques- 
tion. If 1 believed that its provisions were man- 
datory, leaving no discretion whatever in the 
board, I should pursue my usual course in such ma&t- 
ters, and not epprove it. Notwithstanding the pecu- 
liar wording of thefifth section, lam inclined to be- 
lieve that the bil) asa whole confers an authority, but 
leaves its exercise wholly discretionary, and I am 
quite certain the courts will so construe itif occasion 
shall ever arise. In other respects the bill is a very 
just and meritorious one, and I have conciuded that it 
would be doting great injustice to agrowing and worthy 
charity if I should not approve it.”’

DESTRUCTION OF A PIANO FACTORY WITH 
, LOSS OF ABOUT $35,000. 

The piano factory of Augustus Baus & 
Co., at No. 251 East Thirty-third-etreet, was 
burned out-early last evening and its contents 
were destroyed. The progress of the flames was 
80 rapid that the 25 or 80 workmen in the factory 
had to fly for their lives. Itis believed that all 
escaped, but this cannot be positively ascer- 
tained until the ruins are thoroughly over- 
hauled or all the workmen are heard from. 
Charles Baumeister, one of the members of the 


firm, who had charge of the factory, hadta‘nar- 
row escape from death. He was severely burned 
before he could make his exit from the building. 
_ The burned factory is a five-story brick build- 
ing 25 feet front and 80 feet deep, with a two- 
story extension in the rear used as a stable. The 
fire broke out at a few minutes before 5 P. M. 
it appears to have originated in the basement, 
where the engine and boiler are situated. What 
caused the fire could not be ascertained, but 
people living in ‘the vicinity say that they 
heard a loud explosion, which shook the neigh- 
borbood, and then flames burst out of the base- 
ment and first floor in great volume. The flames 
leaped almost across the narrow street. In what 
appeared to be a very few moments the flames 
had rushed up through the entire pbuilding. 
The workmen dropped their tools and fled. 
Those on the second and third floors ran to the 
rear windows and jumped to the roof of the 
stable in the rear and thence to the ground. 
Those on the upper floors swarmed 
down the fire escapes in the rear. 
Mr. Baumeister was on the third floor of the 
building and he made for the roof, fight- 
ing his way through fire and smoke. He 
reached the roof and jumped thence to 
the roof of the adjoining dwelling house, a dis- 
tince of nearly twenty feet, where he was found 
and helped to tbe street. Baumeister’s hands, 
arms. and face are badly burned. He was at- 
tended by Dr. Patterson, who lives immediately 
opposite the burned factory, and was;afterward 
taken to Bellevue Hospital. 

Betore the fire was extinguished the interior 
of the building was wrecked. The. loss of Baus 
& Co., on stock and machinery, is estimated at 
between $25,000 and $80,000, which is partial 
covered by insurance. The workmen lose all 
their tools, The building is owned by Bernard 
Metager. It is damaged to the amount of $9,000, 
and is insured for $15,500 in the German-Amer- 
icanand Greenwich Companies.

ROSCOE CONKLING SAID TO BE RETAINED 
BY THE CLAIMANTS, 

PirtsBuRG, Penn., June 16.—The Rev. 
W. R. Coovert, one of the Harlem heirs and 
manager of the syndicate, stated to THE 
TIMES's correspondent to-day that he had just 
closed a contract with J. H. McCreery, of this 
city, and Judge Braden, of Butler, who have 
associated with them the Hon. Roscoe Conkling 
and the Hon. Charles P. Crosby, of New-York, 
to prosecute the claim, which will now be 
pushed toaspeedy termination.

P. Young, Treasurer, who had present their at- 
torneys, Martin & Gardner, which proved ac- 
ceptable to ail. A meeting of the heirs was 
called for the 28th to 7 the same. On next 
Tuesday the Rev. Mr. Coovert apd counsel will 
appear before the Supreme Court of New-York 
to sbow cause why the report of the Canal Com- 
missioners, giving free right of way, should not 
be approved, ; 

Concerning Mr. Stoughton’s denial of any con- 
nection with the syndicate Mr. Covert said: “I 
don’t say that Charles.H. Stoughton is directly 
connected with the syndicate, but it don’t re- 
quire the eye of an eagle to penetrate the 
scheme. As I have already stated, the bill intro- 
duced 4 Senator Lapham in plain words au- 
thorizes Stoughton and others whom he may 
associate with him to build the canal. Stough- 
ton’s name is mentionedin Shupe’s reports to 
the heirs, but in such a way as to deceive. In 
my opinion the whole scheme was for Stoughton 
to get the contract for building the canal, when 
Gen. Fremont’s sons, who are civil engineers, 
could get fat positions through the General, 
who, you know, is President of the syndicate, 
but not an heir, which in itself is a violation of 
the by-laws-of the charter.”

INSTRUCTIONS RECENTLY ISSUED BY THE 
DOMINION GOVERNMENT. 
Haurrax, Nova Scotia, June 16.—It is 
understood that an important change has been 
made in the policy of the Dominion 
Government in regard to the fishery ques- 
tion within the past few days. Six weeks 
ago a fleet of cruisers was established, and in- 
structions;given the Captains and all Collectors 
of Customs for a vigorous cnforcement of the 
treaty of 1818, including the pvower.to seize 


American vessels buying bait or other supplies, 
shipping men or transshipping cargo.8It was un- 
der those instructions that the seizure of the 
schooners Adams and Doughty were made. A 
tew days ago that circular was can- 
celed and a new one issued, which 
it is understood omits all reference 
to purchase of bait or other supplies, the trans- 
shipping of cargo or shipping men. After re- 
citing clauses of the treaty it instructs Canadian 
fishery officials that all American vessels visiting 
Caradian ports are to be supplied with a 
copy of the official warning, and if at the ex- 
piration of that tlme they are still found in port 
or inside the three-mile limit fishing or prepar- 
ing to fish, then they are not to be 
seized, but an officer merely placed on 
board and the facts telegraphed to the Minister 
of Fisheries. This is generally understood hero 
to be in deference to the wishes of the Imperial 
Government fora conciliatory enforcement of 
the treaty in hopes of a speedy appointment of a 
commission to settle the whole question 
permanently, but in case those hopes 
are not realized Canada will doubtless enact 
such legislation as is necessary to fully 
protect her interests, and enforce those 
locel laws independently of the treaty. A 
number of the Gloucester mackerel fleet passed 
Canso yesterday going to the North Bay. The 
fishery flagship Lansdowne arrived here yester- 
day and proceeds to the Baie Chaleur to-morrow

vides * That whenever the President sha!l be satisfied 
that American vessels are denied the privilege of pur- 
cbasing supplies or bait or other commercial privileges 
in any port or ports of any foreign country he may, 
by proclamation, prohibit the vessels of such country, 
or of any designated district, port, colony, or depend- 
ency thereof, or any class of such vesseis, from enter- 
ing American ports, or from exercising such commer- 
cial privileges therein as he may in such proclamation 
define for such port as may be proscribed; and,on znd 
after the date named roclamation for 
of any such vessel of such foreign country excluded 
by such proclamation from the exerclse of any com- 
mercial privilege shall do any act prohibited by such 
prociamation in the ports, harbors, or waters of the 
United States for, or on account of such vessel, such 
vessel and its rigging, tackle, furniture, and boata, and 
ail goods on board, shall be liable to seizure and to for- 
feiture to the United States; and any person opposing 
any officer of the United States in the enforcement of 
this act or alding or abetting any other person in such 
opposition shall forfeit %800, and shall pe guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction snali be liabte to 
imprisonment for a term not exceeding two years.”

Mr. Morrison, after a long and, we be- 
#eve, mistaken delay, intends to face a 
vote on the consideration of the Tariff Re- 
form bill to-day. Our dispatches show 
the canvass he has made, and it is hope- 
less. All but four of the Republicans 
and enough Democrats to make a major- 
ity of twelve will vote against taxing up 
the bill. The motive of the Republicans 
is plain, though not commendable in all 
¢ases. The sincere protectionists vote their 
convictions, as they ought, but a good 
many who know that the tariff 
should be reduced vote to embarrass the 
Democrats and to prevent them from 
gaining any credit by such reduction. 
As for the Democratic opponents of the 
reform, they vote as they think the reten- 
tion of their seats requires. But they will 
not gain in the long run by this endeavor 
to rival the Republicans. They can do 
it, but only at the cost of serious, proba- 
bly fatai, injury to their party. A hog can 
swim, but he is‘exposed to the-danger of 
cutting his throat. 











When the Legislative, Executive, and 
Judicial Appropriation bill came from the 
Committee of the Whole to the House 
that body rejected the increased appropri- 
ations it had voted in committee. None 
of them was very important. The refusal 
to vote $10,000 additional for the Sub- 
Treasury at New-York was not a wise 
one, and shows that the “‘economy” of 
the House is not always intelligent or 
even intelligible. The civil service pro- 
viso, having served its purpose and given 
Mr. RanDaL and some others a chance to 
air their prejudices and covertly attack 
the Administration, was not renewed. On 
the whole we imagine RaNDaLL is not 
very proud of the result of this escapade. 
The reform and the President have been 
strengthened rather than weakened by it. 











The Senate awoke from its long, lazy 
fit yesterday, and disposed of a number 
of nominations, some of which have been 
“hung up” for six or seven months. 
Our readers will find confidential in- 
formation as to detailsin our Washington 
dispatches. We beg them, however, not 
to say anything about it, because the ac- 
tion of the Senate is strictly ‘‘secret,” and 
the dignity, as well as the peace of 
mind, of that august body re- 
quires that its secrets shall not be di- 
vulged. As every member is pledged, 
not to say sworn, to absolute silence on 
the subject, it would give rise to serious 
suspicions of Senatorial incontinence if it 
became known that the proceedings of 
yesterday had got outside the ‘closed 
doors.” This is why we beg our readers 
to help keep this grave business from the

It appears that Senator Van WYCE suc-. 
weeded in getting -into the bill forfeiting.

Railroad before it passed the Senate an 
amendment the importance of which was 
mot realized by the corporation Senators 


until it was too late. This repealed the 
provision of the act granting these lands 
which exempted the right of way of the 
railroad from taxation in the Territories, 
It turns out that this “‘right of way” in- 
cludes a strip of land 400 feet wide which 
contains all the stations, machine shops, 
roundhouses, elevators, and other appur- 
tenances of the road along a line of many 
hundred miles. Property worth millions 
of dollars has been exempt from taxation 
under the repealed provision. There is no 
reason in the world why this property 
should not pay taxes in the Territories 
where it is situated, but of course the 
corporation Senators would have strenu- 
ously opposed the repeal of the exemp- 
tion if they had realized what it involved. 








The Governor has completed his task of 
considering the bills left in his hands at 
the time of the adjournment of the Leg- 
islature, and besides those concerning 
which he filed memoranda expressing his 
disapproval, a list of 64 have failed for 
lack of the Executive signature. There 
are among these few general acts in which 
much interest was taken by the pub- 
lic, but they include the bill amend- 
ing the law in relation to legal 
holidays and the Code of Evidence. 
Among the unsigned bills are three of 
considerable interest to this city, one of 
which, that relating to the Dock Depart-* 
ment, was of real importance. The other 
two are the bill authorizing the Park De- 
partment to lay out the High Bridge Park, 
and that giving the same department con- 
trol over certain streets which connect 
the principal public parks and drives. 
The Dock Department bill had some ob- 
jectionable provisions injected into it by 
amendment, but its main purpose was 
very important, though rendered less so 
by the settlement of the question as to the 
power of the city to issue new bonds. 








Cattlemen, acting in collusion with the 
Crow Indian Agent, WILLIAMSON by 
name, have, according to the Forest and 
Stream, captured all the available grazing 
land in the Crow Indian Reservation, about 
4,500,000 acres in Western Montana, south 
of the Yellowstone River. Although this 
trespassing on the reservations is express- 
ly forbidden, the Forest and Stream 
charges that itis not only winked at but 
encouraged by Indian Agent WILLIAMSON, 
who has issued permits to a large number 
of herders to graze their cattle on the 
available lands at fifty cents a head. 
Among the firms and individuals to 
whom it is charged these permits have 
been granted are Bricas & ELLis, Hos- 
Kins & McGrru, AsH, H. C. LOWELL, and 
Netson Srorey and I. K. DILLWorTH. 
The two last named, it is estimated, have 
20,000 head of cattle on the reservation, 
and Tuomas Barry, of Rock Creek, had 
6,000 sheep on the reservation up to June 
1. Improvements on the lands made by 
these encroachers indicate that they have 
settled there to stay in case the lands are 
ever opened up to actual settlers. The 
cattlemen openly boast that they have the 
reservation in their power. By what 
right WILLIAMSON grants these permits 
no one knows, as the law gives him 
no such authority, and our contemporary 
in calling attention to this scheme calls 
upon the Interior Department to save the 
lands to the Crows, who receive no benefit 
from the issuance of permits, asks for a 
searching investigation, and demands that 
both the cattle and the agent be removed 
at once. If the situation be as stated the 
Government certainly ought to investi- 
gate the whole matter, and punish the 
offender or offenders. 








PENNSYLVANIA’S THIRD PARTY. 


For five years Mr. CHARLES S. WOLFE 
has been the leader of a revolt among 
Pennsylvania Republicans against the 
arrogant and intolerant Cameron machine. 
Under the rule of that machine the senti- 
ment of the party has had no free expres- 
sion. CaMERON, through the political 
workers attached to his service, has 
secured the control of conventions 
and dictated nominations to suit his 
own purposes. In 1881 WoLre led a 
revolt against his methods and announced 
himself as an independent candidate for 
State Treasurer. He is universally recog- 
nized as an able and honest man, and is 
popular with the class of voters who are 
masters of their own political action. 
Moreover, he is one of the most vigorous 
and attractive stump speakers in the 
State. He received almost 50,000 votes 
in 1881, and reduced the Republican 
plurality to less than 7,000. But the 
fruits of his effort against machine 
rule appeared more conspicuously the 
next year. CAMERON absolutely con- 
trolled the Harrisburg Convention in 
May, 1882, and dictated the nomination 
of Beaver for Governor. BEAVER him- 
self was aman of fair standing, but the 
methods by which his nomination was 
secured led to the candidacy of STEWART 
as an independent Republican, who had 
the support of Woxtrs. The Democrats 
took advantage of their opportunity by 
nominating a strong candidate, and Pat- 
TISON was elected by a plurality of over 
40,000, made possible by StEwartT’s vote 
of 48,000 and more. 

Thus Mr. Wore had the satisfaction 
of beating the Cameron machine four 
years ago. Its efforts were not conspicu- 
ous in the nominations of .1883, and the 
independent movement subsided, allow- 
ing the Republicans a plurality of 17,000. 
In 1884 BLalnE carried everything before 
him, and in the wake of that success Col. 
Quay, CaMERON’s right-hand man in 
Philadelphia and an uncompromising ma- 
chine manager of the worst type, secured 
his own nomination for State Treasurer. In 
that position he has been strengthening 
his hold on the old machine, and aspires 
to become CAMERON’S colleague in the 
United States Senate. This year he fig- 
ures as the active ‘‘ boss” of the Pennsyl- 
vania Republicans, and he proposes by 
the old familiar methods to make BEAVER 
the candidate for Governor again. He is 
claiming that the defeated candidate of 
1882 is the general choice of the Repub- 
licans of the State, but BEAVER has done. 
nothing in the last four years to 
.Strengthen himself in the confidence of 
the people. The contest, however, will not 
‘furn on his personal merits, but on the 
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chine methods to rule the Republican 
Party in Pennsylvania. 

Mr. Wotre has shown his sagacity in 
calculating the political forces of the time 
by coming out strongly in favor of the in- 
dependent prohibition movement, and he 
will give it a vitality and strength which 
no other man in the State could infuse 
into it. Ina vigorous speech before the 
Prohibition Club at Bradford on Tuesday 
he announced himself as unequivocally in 
favor of that cause. He said: ‘‘I have 
cast my lot with a party and a cause 
where my conscience, manhood, and 
patriotism need not be constantly offend- 
ed; where, on the contrary, full oppor- 
tunity is afforded for their gratification 
and development in earnest, self-sacrific- 
ing effort for the general good.” But the 
motive for his action was perhaps more 
clearly revealed in the picture he drew of 
the political degeneracy of his State, 
which has made it possible for Quay, the 
head of the old Pardon Board that set 
free KemsLe and his criminal associates, 
to place himself in charge of the State 
Treasury and to acquire a power through 
which he proposes to ‘‘ seat himself by 
the side of CaMERON in the United States 


Senate.” If many Pennsylvania Re- 
publicans follow WoLFE into the 
camp of the Prohibitionists, it will 


be because of their disgust with the re- 
lentless machine rule now represented in 
the person of Col. Quay. It would not 
be surprising if enough of them should 
use the opportunity, especially if ‘WoLFE 
himself should be the Prohibition candi- 
date for Governor, as is likely to be the 
case, to defeat BeaVER if he is again im- 
posed upon the party as the machine can- 
didate, provided, of course, the Democrats 
shall have the wit to present a clean, 
strong candidate. 

Four years ago the Prohibition vote in 
Pennsylvania was slightly above 5,000. 
In the Presidential year it rose to more 
than 15,000 and exceeded that figure last 
year. In view of the increased efforts of 
the party and the continued dissatisfac- 
tion with the course of the Republicans 
in the State there would probably, under 
ordinary circumstances, be an increase 
this year. But Mr. Wore has a 
personal following of independent 
Republicans who sympathize with his 
view of the pernicious effects of the Cam- 
eron-Quay influence in politics, which 
is not unlikely to bring large accessions 
to the Prohibition standard. Mr. WoLFs, 
as the Prohibition candidate, would prob- 
ably surpass his record of 1881 as the can- 
didate of no party and the representative 
of the cause of anti-machine revolt, and 
in that case he may determine the result 
of the election this year. 








MR. EDMUNDS AND MR. BLAINE, 
It will be many a long day before 
James G. BLAINE will try conclusions 
again with GrorGcE F. Epmunps in the 
State of Vermont. There are no doubta 
few Republicans in Vermont who have 
unbounded faith in Mr. Buainge. There 
are many more who are indifferently 
willing to support him as often as 
he shall be nominated for the 
Presidency because of their rooted 
belief that the worst Republican is 
better than the best Democrat. But the 
green slopes of the little State swarm 
with sturdy men who look upon Senator 
Epmunpbs as the very salt of the earth. 
He is bone of their bone and flesh of their 
flesh, and they would view a serious at- 
tempt to depose him from his seat in the 
Senate with scarcely less indignation than 
an attempt to haul down the American 
flag. 

uae months ago Mr. BLAINE determined 
to ‘make a fight” against Mr. E>DMUNDs’s 
re-election to the Senate. He wanted to 
revenge himself upon the Vermont Sen- 
ator for somewhat ostentatiously holding 
his nose as he dropped his ballot into the 
box on the day of Mr. BLaINnr’s defeat 
in 1884, and to get even with him 
for that long course of honesty in 
public and private affairs by which 
he has made himself personally offen- 
sive to the gentleman from Maine. 
Mr. BLAINE found several ambitious Ver- 
mont Republicans who were ready to aid 
him, some because of their jealousy of Mr. 
EDMUNDS, some because he stood in the 
way of their own aspirations. But, as 
anybody who knows Vermont politics 
would have predicted, he almost immedi- 
ately formed on alliance with ex-Gov. 
JOHN GREGORY SMITH, a man in many 
ways after his own heart. It is unneces- 
sary to recite here the history of the old 
Vermont Central Railroad ring, in which 
ex-Gov. SMITH was the controlling spirit. 
It is enough to say that there was enough 
likeness between his railroad achieve- 
ments and those of Mr. BLAINE to have 
attracted the admiring attention and the 
lively sympathy of the latter gentleman. 
The purpose of the Blaine-Smith ail- 
liance was to secure the election of an 
anti-Edmunds Legislature by making 
use of the accusation that the Senator 
refused to make speeches in support of 
Mr. BuaIne’s candidacy in 1884, Mr. 
BuaINne’s malicious joy in putting Mr. 
EpMunDs out of public life was to be his 
full share of the proceeds of this joint 
enterprise, and the ex-Governor was to 
get his seat in the Senate if he could. 

The remembrance of the stir this pre- 
cious pair created in Vermont and in the 
offices of certain collusive Blaine organs 
is still fresh in the publicemind. Ex-Gov. 
SMITH is a newspaper man himself—that 
is, he has organs, and they all began to 
play the anti-Edmunds tune with extraor- 
dinary zeal, while Hiram ATKINS fiercely 
beat his Democratic tin pan to swell 
the din. The end of this uproar was 
as sudden as its beginning. Mr. BLaINE 
discovered one day that he might as 
well attempt to uproot the Green Mount- 
ains as to beat Mr. Epmunps in 
his own State. His St. Albans part- 
ner shared with him the humilia- 
tion and surprise of this discovery, 
and then all at once the anti-Ed- 
munds movement collapsed. Several in- 
cipient statesmen who had hastily joined 
in the pursuit of the Senator made equal

The Republican Convention 
at Montpelier yesterday must have reas- 
sured him if he had not already recovered 
his coolness. Both the leading candi- 
dates for the nomination had for weeks 
been protesting their high personal regard 
for and unswerving faith in Senator Ep- 
MUNDS, and the total anti-Edmunds vote 
in the convention was 56. But the re- 
sult of this convention is not to be looked 
upon as a defeat for Mr. BuaIng. He 
was defeated and disappeared from the 
field three months ago. 
THE REPORT ON WOOL, 


If Mr. MorRISON’s committee cannot 
effect anything positive in the way of 
a reform of the tariff it may at least 
have the satisfaction of preventing 
changes for the worse. The extreme pro- 
tectionists, whose principal argument 
against a Democratic House in 1884 was 
that the country needed rest from agita- 
tion of tariff changes, have ever since 
been making strenuous efforts to get the 
tariff rates of 1867 on wool restored. We 
are not prepared to say that they ex- 
pected to really accomplish anything by 
these efforts. We do not think that 
they did. But the efforts were none 
the less persistent on that  ac- 
count. Ohio is a doubtful State. 
There are many farmers in Ohio 
who raise sheep and have wocl for sale. 
Most of these wool growers believe—mis- 
takenly, but with great intensity—that 
their interests require a high duty on 
wool. Hence the Ohio protectionist in 
Congress, to whichever party he may be- 
long, is an advocate in season and out of 
season for high wool duties. The Demo- 
cratic perverts to the doctrine of prosperi- 
ty by taxation have been quite as active as 
the others. Between the two sets the 
House has had more speeches, resolutions, 
bills and motions on this particular sub- 
ject than on any other connected with the 
tariff. Finally the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee has put an end to this movement, 
for this session at least, and has made a 
strong report adverse to the proposition 
for an increased tariff on wool. 

The arguments advanced by the com- 
mittee are, naturally, not novel. The 
subject has been so thoroughly discussed 
during so long a period that there is not 
very much entirely new to be said con- 
cerning it. But the arguments which 
were conclusive in favor of the reduction 
three years ago, a reduction proposed by 
a protectionist committee, are conclusive 
now against a restoration of the higher 
duties. Nothing has occurred in the mean- 
time to weaken them, and much has 
happened to strengthen them. Indeed 
the main argument of the Ways and 
Means Committee is directed to showing 
that the wool growers would be benefited 
by a further reduction or by a complete 
repeal of the duties. It points out that 
the older wool-growing States have suf- 
fered from the competition, not of the 
foreign wools, but of the domestic wools 
grown on cheaper lands, and that cheir 
remedy, so far as any exists, for the de- 
pression that has fallen upon them is to 
open the American markets to wools that 
cannot be grown here, with which their 
own can be profitably mixed, This argu- 
ment has never been successfully met, and 
until the conditions shall have changed. in 
a way in which they are not likely to 
change it cannot be met. 

The fatal objection to the policy of pro- 
tection to the American wools from the 
older States—which are the only ones 
that can be even apparently protected—is 
that there is no fulcrum on which the 
lever can rest by which it is proposed to 
force prices up. This is, to a certain de- 
gree, the case with all ‘‘ protected” in- 
terests, but it is particularly so with the 
wool growers. When a duty is imposed 
on foreign wool in order to secure higher 
prices for home wool the assumption is 
that there is a fixed demand for wool 
which must be met. and which American 
wool will satisfy. This is the only as- 
sumption on which the duty can be sus- 
tained. But it is unfounded. The demand 
for wool is not a specific and permanent 
one, but varying. Foreign wools of cer- 
tain grades would meet a part-of this de- 
mand and American wools would not. 
When the tariff duties increase the price 
of foreign wools so that they cannot be 
used profitably the demand is not trans- 
ferred to home wools; it ceases. Of 
course the demand for domestic 
wool gradually increases with the in- 
crease of population and of con- 
sumption. But it is not stimulated 
by the check to importations. On the 
contrary it would be actually greater, 
other things being equal, if importations 
were freed from all checks, This is a 
fact that is making its way with intelli- 
gent men among the wool growers, The 
advantage of free wool to the manufact- 
urers, also, is becoming constantly more 
widely recognized. Between the two 
classes it is probable that the next change 
in the wool tariff will not be backward to 
the rates of 1867, but forward toward free- 
dom. 








THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 

The curious similarity, in point of Alder- 
men, between Chicago and New-York 
ought not to have escaped the attention 
of Gov. Hinu when he was considering 
the bill for an election of Aldermen in the 
Spring and ona general ticket. Just as 
one New-York Alderman is got into State 
prison, and there is a cheering prospect 
that as many of his colleagues as would 
have made a quorum at a special meet- 
ing will join him there, it comes out 
that the Aldermen of Chicago have 
been committing the same crime 
as the Aldermen of © New-York on 
ascale as large and with the same im- 
pudent disregard of exposure. Nay, 
while the investigation into the bribery 
of: the Aldermen of 1884 was going on 
the Aldermen of 1886 were merrily 
granting. valuable franchises without 
demanding any compensation for the 








city. The inference that the compensa-: 


tion was paid to the Aldermen was ir- 
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matter merely of inference, neither the 
Aldermen of 1884 nor the Aldermen of 
1886 nor yet the Aldermen of Chicago 
took the trouble to rebut it or to express 
any resentment of it. 

This, then, is the state of the case: 
Two of the largest American cities elect, 
by the present methods, to their local legis- 
latures men who are not injured in their 
political prospects or social relations by 
the universal belief that they are guilty 
of® taking bribes. It is evident that no 
change whatever could sink the character 
of Aldermen lower than this fact shows it 
to be already. This is one of the cases in 
which nothing is risked by a change, 
since the change cannot possibly be for 
the worse, but at the very worst can be 
only to something as bad. 

The character of the Aldermen now 
elected disposes of all the theoretical 
propositions of the Governor. These 
propositions are not the outcome of the 
Governor’s thinking upon the subject. 
They are the expressions of a merely con- 
ventional and traditional way of looking 
at the case, In the first institution of the 
office of an Alderman the Aldermen were 
properly chosen by districts. They were 
district officials. Each Alderman had in 
his charge a district, which was appropri- 
ately called his ‘‘ ward,” and over which 
he exercised a direct supervision. He was 
responsible to his neighbors for the poli- 
cing of the streets, the condition of the 
pavement, and all manner of municipal 
details which are now put upon a central 
body. ; 

It is evident that a simple system like 
this could not survive in so big and com- 
plicated an organism as a modern city 
like New-York or Chicago. It has no 
relevancy to the conditions of such cities, 
There is not the least presumption that 
one New-Yorker knows another because 
he lives within a few hundred feet of him. 
‘* Neighborhood repute” is a phrase that 
has become almost unmeaning. If a 
candidate for Alderman is well 
known in his own “ward,” he 
is well known in the city at large. 
If heis not known by name throughout 
the city he is not likely to be known in 
his own neighborhood except by persons 
who habitually attend the same groggery 
with him. And the “ district representa- 
tion” is in any case a fiction. The Alder- 
men, who are supposed to be the objects 
of the spontaneous suffrages of their fel- 
low-citizens, are men who owe their can- 
didacy to the approval of a central or- 
ganization, without which no candidate 
for a district office would have the least 
chance of election. 


A great deal of the discussion of this 
subject is misdirected: It is assumed that 
the Aldermen constitute a local legis- 
lature for the city of New-York. But 
they have not the powers of such a legis- 
lature, These powers have one after an- 
other been withdrawn from them by the 
charter of 1873 and later laws. Some of 
the powers have been given to the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment, some to 
the Mayor, some to the heads of depart- 
ments. The withdrawal of every one 
of these powers, from the power of 
raising and appropriating the revenue 
of the city to the power of confirming 
or refusing to confirm the heads of de- 
partments, has been dictated by the in- 
stinct of self-preservation. It was found 
that under every system that had been 
tried it was not possible to elect so large a 
number of persons as the Board of <Alder- 
men contained to such a body as that 
board had become without putting a gang 
of thieves and bribe takers in a position to 
steal money and sell out the city. The 
power to dispose of certain classes of 
franchises is the only substantial power 
that is left them, and the only considera- 
ble source of official income. With this 
taken away also, the office of an Alder- 
man would be much less alluring than it is 
to the kind of men who now seek it most 
eagerly, and it is possible that the Board 
of Aldermen would cease to be a disgrace 
to the city. Experience does not justify 
the expectation that in any case it could 
be either creditable or useful. 








New-York’s ‘‘ Marshalsea” becomes a 
thing of the past-by the signature of Gov. 
HI. to Speaker HusteEp’s bill limiting the 
time of imprisonment for debt to six 
months, and the disgrace to the city 
which Ludlow-Street Jail has been for so 
many years is thus at length wiped out. 
Under the operation of the new law all 
the inmates of this institution who are 
held for debt, and have been imprisoned 
for six months and over, will be 
released next Monday, and hereafter 
no Shylock can torture his debtor by 
dooming him to perpetual exile behind 
bars and locks. The law authorizing un- 
limited imprisonment for debt was a relic 
of barbarism which should have been re- 
pealed long ago, and the abolition of this 
cruel punishment for misfortune is one of 
the meritorious things done by a Legisla- 
ture which has not too much to its credit 
on the balance sheet of the voters of this 
State.

THOMPSON'S CRIME EVIDENTLY 
PREMEDITATED, 

A LACK OF MONEY SUPPOSED TO HAVE 
BEEN THE CAUSE--THE MAN NOW INA 
CRITICAL CONDITION, 

It looks as though Winfield B. Thomp- 
jon sbot his bride and himself at the Sturtevant 
House yesterday afternoon because he had 
spent a!) his money. A feeling of regret stirred 
by the letters he had found waiting for him 
pt his old boarding house on Monday may 
have whetted his resolution. He had been en- 
tirely dependent upon his father, who is said to 
have sent him $100 a month with which to pur- 
sue medical studies at the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons. Instead of doing what was ex- 
pected of him with the money Thompson idled 
it away. He may have occasionally stolen into 
e college lecture, so that he might say he went 
there. His ambition, however. was to be a 
farmer. That was the business he declared for 
bimself in his marriage license. If the misuse he 
made of his money leaked out, or if his father, 
knowing thatthe college term was over, thought 
there was no need of continuing an allowance so 
large, Thompson found himself with a wife on 
his hands and no means of supporting her. 

It is doubtfulif his family knew of his mar- 
riage or if he was anxious toletthem know of 
it. Hehad represented to his wife and friends 
that he was sure of hisincome, and could pro- 
vide nicely for her comfort. Being of a morose 
and sullen nature and of nervous disposition he 
seems to bave gone to brooding, and to have 
worked himself into the belef that death was 
to be preferred to poverty. The accident theory 
put fort by Thompson’s friend, Mr. Yard, was 
demoiished yesterday by the autopsy, which 
showed asecond shotin the girl's head. Both 
shots had been fired close enough tosinge the 
bair. The quarrel theory vanished by the testi- 
mony of Mrs. Pratt, who left Thompson and the 
girl, both apparent!y happy, 20 minutes before 
the shooting. There was no reason for Thomp- 
s0n to be jealous, and none for him to doubt the 
gir)’s fideiity. 

Enough was learned from Mrs. Pratt yesterday 
to give an 1dea of how Thompson must have con- 
cocted the tragedy. Mrs. Pratt joined the young 
pair at the hotel at 10 o’clock in the morning. 
The three lounged in the private parlor until 
about 11:30 o’clock, when they set out to do 
some shopping. preparatory to the journey 
westward, which haa been planned for tne aft- 
ernoon. Among the piaces visited were Stern 
Brothers’, where the bride had been employed 
for seven years, up to the time Of her marriage. 
‘At the entrance to the store Thompson ex- 
cused himself, saying he bad somrthing to 
do ‘in Sixth-avenue and would soon _ re- 
turn. The bride had a jolly welcome from 
ner former companions and spent a haif hour 
orsointhestore. Thompson did not join her 
and Mrs. Pratt until thev had been on the street 
again for 15 minutes. Then he came up in great 
baste, fusbed and perspiring. He said be Lad 
been unexpectedly detained. That was proba- 
bly the time when he got the revolver. He cer- 
tainly did not have it before they left the hotel. 
At juucheon Thompson neither said nor ate 
much. He passed his palms across his forehead, 
complaining ot headache. Yet be Jaughed at 
the pleasantries of his “ee and 
when the bride insistea on his taking a 
quinine pill he pretended to make a fuss 
and took it with such a wry face that all three 
laughed. He said he felt better when luncheon 
was over. Mrs. Pratt went with them to their 
rooms. They tried the trunk and valise, finding 
them ready for tbe proposed journey toward 
Missouri, where Thompson said he was to begin 
life for himself onafarm. Then the brids put 
pn her hat and gloves. They were to leave the 
hotel for the train at 3o’clock. At 2:40 Mrs. 
Pratt said c2e must go. Thompson tried to urge 
her to watt jonger, but she could not, There 
were sweet partiugs between the bride and Mrs. 
Pratt, whose hand Thompson sbook with much 
warmth for him. 

Thompson had made no preparations to have 
the bagwage removed, had not paid his hotel 
pill of $30. or bought tickets for the journey, 
and his earthly possessions amounted to the 
clotbing be wore, a valise, a trunk at_ his board- 
ing house, a revolver, and 55 cents. He nad lett 
letters down stairs to provide for his identifica- 
tion. When it was3o’clock, the time to start, 
the bride probably stood over the spot where 
she feil. A looking-glass is against the 
wall there. Her back was evidently toward 
Thompson. The autopsy makes it probable that 
he steaithily drew the pistol, placed it close to 
the centre of the back of ber head, and fired. 
This ball was deflected, not penetrating the skull 
aiter it passed through the scalp. The girl 
doubtiess turned her head to the left. Then 
Tnompson fired again, with the pistol still un- 
moved. Thistimethe ball entered behind the 
jeft ear and passed diagonally through the brain 
to the opposite wall of the skull. What he did 
afterward was explained yesterday. 

Thompson slept Tuesday night, and got 
through the morning as wellas could be ex- 

ected. In dressing his breast wound Dr. Mar- 

oe discovered a ridgerunning downward. That 
the ball nad taken that direction appeared in 

the afternoon, when peritonitis setin. Then a 

telegram was sent to Vance Thompson, of No. 

8.224 Vermont-avenue, Chicago, saying that 

'’bompson’s condition was critical. No one 

was allowed to speak to him after that, 

and he volunteered nothing. At the girl’s 
bome, where her body lay, Dr. Jenkins 
performed the autopsy, discovering the 
second shot inthe head. The girl’s mother, who 
seems to have become deranged by the shock, 
walked aimiessiy about the rooms, and offered 
tolelp the doctor. The door had to be locked 
to keep her out. This isthe second violent 
death in the family, the mother’s son Adam hav- 
ing been brought home drowned one night un- 
éersuspicious circumstances after he had been 
boating. The Kev. Dr. Elder, who performed 
the marriage ceremony two weeks azo last nicht, 
called, and will officiate at the funeral to-mor- 
ow morning. 

‘ Thompson's father, who is Pastor of the Sec- 
ond Presbyterian Church, of Kansas City, the 
wealthiest and most fashionable church there, 
is expected to arrive this morning. He believes 
his son had an appointment as surgeon on the 
Stonington Line. There is no such appointment, 
Tne Kansas City girl towhom Tnompson was 
engaged to be married was fora time @ member 
of the househo!d of a brother of P. D. Armour 
at Kansas City. Mr. Armour speaks of her as 
an estimabie young woman and of Thompson’s 
family in the highest terms.

(HE BYNUM FIGHT STILL BITTER—JUDGE 
HOLMAN RENOMINATED. 

INDIANAPOLIS, June 16.—The Congres- 
sional trouble in this district had another cbap- 
ter to-day in the meeting and organization of 
the new County Central Committee. Sim Coy, 
the saloon boss, the anti-Bynum man, was re- 
elected Chairman byavoteof 63 to 20, which 
was regarded as atest vote. All the officers and 
Executive Committee are strong anti-Bynum 
men, young English being the Treasurer. The 
Bailey men attempted to passa resolution de- 
claring him the legal nominee and reciting that 


he was willing to withdraw if Bynum would, 
complimenting him for his patriotic Democracy, 
&c. But this raised such a builabaloo that 
it was withdrawn and modified into a shape de- 
claring that neither Byuum nor Bailey was the 
lezaliy nominated candidate of the party, and re- 
questing both of them to withdraw.

Mr. Holman’s nomination at Greensburg to- 
jay was in accordance with general expecta- 
tions.

FOUR BIG SLOOPS TO SAIL, 








PREPARATIONS FOR THE NEW-YORE YACHT 
CLUB’S REGATTA. 

The forty-first annual regatta of the New- 
York Yacht Club will be sailed to-day by a large 
fleet of yachts, including the four big sloops. In- 
stead of creating a special class for these big 
racers, as was done by the Atlantic Club, this 
club has added another to its regular sioop 
classes. Heretofore class 1 embraced all 
sloops measuring over 55 feet on the water line. 
This year it embraces those over 170 fect, while 
those of 55 feet and not over 70 feet, are relegated 
to class 2. The start will be made off Owl's 


Head, Bay Ridge, at 11 o’clock. There will be 
two signals, both by the steam whistle of the Re- 
gatta Committee’s steamer, first a preparator 
signal, notifying the yachts to get ready, and 1 
minutes later the starting signal. Then the 
yachts will be allowed 10 minutes to cross the 
line, and at the expiration of that time a third 
signal will be given, indicating that yachts which 
cross afterward will be handicapped. 

The starting line will be between the Regatta 
Committee’s boat and a stakeboat anchored off 
Owl's Head, about a quarter of a mile south of 
Buoy No. 15, and the course will be through the 
Narrows westward of Fort Lafayette, along the 
West Bank in the Lower Bay, eastward of the 
black buoys, to the southward and westward of 
Buoy No, 10, to the south of Buoy No. 8, to 
the north of Buoy No. 5, off the point of Sand 
Hook, thence to Sandy Hook Lightship, whic 
will be rounded to the north and east, and buck 
by the same marks to Buoy No. 15, which isa 
short distance below Fort Wadsworth. The Re- 
gatta Committee will have the tug Luckenbach, 
and the iron steamboat Taurus will take the 
club members and their friends over the course. 

The big white sloop Mayflower, which was put. 
upon the screw dock at the foot of Market- 
street, Tuesday evening, was floated again at 
high tide at 7:30 o’clock last evening. Three- 
quarters of an hour later she took a line from 
the tue Jewett, and headed for Bay Ridge. While 
the big yacht was on the screw dock her bottom, 
which was found to be foul, was carefuliy 
scraped and sandpapered. Forty men were at 
work on her all day yesterday. The sanapaper- 
ing was finished at2.o’clock in the afternoon, 
and half an hour later the work of potleading 
was begun. The hull was potleaded only below 
the water line. The paint on the lead keel was 
found to be bad!y blistered. 

Two smal! leaks were stopped up and some 
slight alterations were made in her rigging. Sbe 
was said tobe in excellent trim. n. Paine, 
her owner, said last evening that her qualities 
were as little knownto him as to the general 
public. She had never had a test with any- 
thing of herclass. He explained her failure to 
do better with the cutter Huron, in the thrash 
to windward in Massaethusetts Bay, by say- 
ing that her centreboard got stuck and could 
not be shoved down. Mr. Burgess said that 
the material difference between the Mayflower 
and tbe Puritan is that the former is narrower 
in proportion to her lenzth. She heels some- 
what like a cutter in going to windward. He 
designed her to be an abler boat, and he thinks 
she will prove so. Mr. Richards, who has sailed 
with Gen. Paine in most of his races, will be his 
guest on the Mayflower to-day. The sloop will 
carry a crew of 25 mer, and Capt. C ock, of the 
sloop Mischief, one of the abiest yacht skippers 
in American waters, will act as her pilot. 

The Priscilla and Puritan lay atan anchor off 
Stapleton, Staten Island, all day yesterday, and 
their crews were kept busy overhauling the rig- 
ging and sails and putting thingsin order for 
the race to-day. The Atlantic remained at her 
anchorage off Bay Ridge and was overhauled in 
like manner. The Gracie was out yesterday 
afternoon, with her club topsail sct. Mr. Earle 
will have as his guest to-day the young Brazilian 
Prince, grandson of the Emperor; the Commo- 
dore of the Brazilian frigate in which the Prince 
came to this country; the Brazilian Consul, Dr. 
Salvador de Mendonca, and the latter’s son. The 
young Prince is said to be very fond of sports of 
all kinds and particularly anxious to see a first- 
class yacht race.

A TEXAS TOWN SUBMERGED. 


—-_— 

BEAUMONT, Texas, June 16.—Ever since 
the big gale of Sunday night and Monday morn- 
ing, there has been a great deal of apprehension 
here regarding the situation of affairs at 
Sabine Pass. All railroad and telegraphic 
cOmmunication with Sabine has been cut off 
since Suncay night. The first definite intelli- 
gence from there reached here to-day, two 
river men coming up. The Sabine and 
East Texas Road, which is the only 
rail communication with the Pass, is 
torn up and annihilated tor a distance of 
15 miles approaching the town. Cropsall along 


this portion of the line for a distance 
of five miles inland are washed out 
and completely destroyed. The men 
who came up _ report” that the entire 


town of Sabine was submerged for several 
hours during Monday. The tide rose seven 


feet, the highest ever known since the 
town was founded. Sabine Lake, which 
surrounds the town on the north, over- 


flowed its banks and all communication was cut 
off. Several residences and two warehouses 
were washed away, and every dock inthe town 
is gone. 

The wind blew at the rate of 60 miles an hour 
for nearly three hours, driving the watera of 
the Gulf up the river 4 great many miles, 
and flooding the entire coast east and west tor 
a long distance inland. The Texas coast for 
forty miles below here seems to have suffered 
much worse than the Loufsana coast. The large 


steam tug Idier was stove in and sunk. Much 
damage was done by heavy logs 
beating against the piling and  under- 


pinning of buildings. Had not the gale shifted 
when it did Ho vestize of Sabine would have 
remained to mark the spot. While there was 
no loss of life at Sabine it is feared 
that people down the coast along the 
shores of Lake Sabine were not so fort- 
unate. Searching parties, have started out. 
The total damage to railroad property, 
docks, small craft, and crops along the 
coast cannot be less than $100,000, and 
may ageregate twice that sum when full 
articuiars are known. The Sabine and East 
exes Railroad will not have trains running for 
nearly a month, as much filling must be done. 





A WEEE’S FLOUR PiODUCTION. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 16. — The 
Northwestern Miller says of the flour production 
and market: Notwithstanding the ex- 
cessively hot weather of last week, which 
hindered rapid work, the output of 
the mills showed a small gain. The pro- 
duction was 145,200 barrels, averaging 24,200 
barrels daily, against 135,530 barrels the preced- 
ing week,and 46,512 barrels for the corresponding 


time in 1885. Nochange has occurred as to the 
number of mills running, though the week’s out- 
put will be cut down considerably. Several 
mills lost a day or two, while all will be idie 
Saturday. The millers’ picnic will opera f cut 
off 25,000 barrels or over, and Jeave the total pro- 
duction 20,000 barrels. With the prevailing weak- 
ness in wheat, tbe demand for fiour bas been 
largely reduced, and most of the mills are run- 
ning on orders taken earlier. Flour quotations 
are about 10 cents lower than a week ago. Flour 
buyers show hesitancy. There has been quite 
a dropping off in exports. This is a factor 
which makes the running of the mills less cer- 
tain than a few weeks ago, when the for- 
elgp Movement was large. The millers intend to 
run as long as possible, and not lose too heavily. 
The direct exports for the week ending June 12 
were 12,000 bbis., against 79,750 bbls. the preced- 
ing week and 67,810 the week ending May 29. The 
wheat receipts for the week were 566,500 bushels. 
Shipments—Wheat, 116,050 bushels: Flour, 130,- 
807 barrels; Mill stuff, 4,442 tons. Wheat in store 
in public elevators— Minneapolis, 3,317,818 bush- 
on Paul, 878,000 bushels; Duluth, 5,373,107 
ushels.

Derroit, Mich., June 16.—At a meeting 
to-day of the Phenix Furniture Factory em- 
ployes,who have been on strike at Grand Rapids

OBITUARY. 


LOUIS LAURENT SIMONIN. 

The death was announced yesterday of 
Louis Laurent Simonin, the French mining en- 
gineer and traveler, in the fifty-sixth year of 
bis age. M. Simonin was a native of Marseilles, 
and was born Aug. 22, 1830. He studied at the 
Marseilles College and then took the course at 
St. Stepnen’s School of Mines, from which insti- 
tution he was graduated as an engineer in 1852, 


After that he was engaged in the examination of 
many mines in the Departments of France, 
Italy, and California, and bis reports were al- 
ways found .correct and valuable. In 1881 he 
was sent by the French Government to ex- 
amine the mines of the island of Réunion, 
and two years later was sent on a 
similar mission to Madagascar. In 1865 
he was appointed Professor ot Geology in the 
Central Architectural School at Paris.  M. 
Simonin visited this country several times dur- 
ing his life on missions for the French Govern- 
ment, and the results of his observations were 
published in several volumes. In the Fall of 
1867 he came here to examine and report on the 
then new Union ana Central Pacitic Railroads, 
He aspired to take part in the political life of 
France, but as a politician he wasa failure. His 
first effort to enter public life was in 1869. He 
had returned to France from America 
filled with enthusiasm for the democratic 
principles in force here, and he ran 8&8 @ Candi- 
date for the Assembly in the Fourth District of 
Paris ona platform of Liberal Republicanism.

WARNING OF ICEBERGS. 





A NEW CODE OF SIGNALS FOR USE ON 


THE OCEAN. 

Sailing masters and ocean travelers will 
appreciate the labors of Mr. F. Wyneken, editor 
of the Nauticai Magazine, who has just per- 
fected an ice code for use in the vicinity of the 
Newfoundland Banks. This code is designed for 
the purpose of conveying from one steamer to 
another the position of icebergs, ice fields, or ice 
floes which may have been passed or sighted. 
This information can be conveyed by the inter- 
national code flags now in use, but it requires 
the service of several code flags or several hoists 


of flags. With steamers passing cone another at 
fullepeed the reading of these signals ia almost 
an impossibility. By Mr. Wyneken's system the 
whole information desired is conveyed by one 
hoist in one place, and in ho instance, even to 
give the most complete information as to the 
position of the ice and condition of the weather, 
are more than three flags necessary, in addition 
to the ice flag. This latteris an entirely new 
fiag. The field is blue, and a triangular white 
section representing an iceberg telis the story of 
ice or no ice, according as the white section 
points upward or downward. 

For use in the code a chart of the ocean where 
ice is found is divided into small squares, each 
so designated that the use of not more than two 
flags of the international code system will desig- 
nate the exact latitude and longitude in which 
ice had been seen. A third flag will tell the state 
of the weatber when ice was seen if that is 
ceemed desirable. A simpler or more complete 
system could not be desired, and shipmasters to 
whom it has been shown, including Captains of 
the steamers of the Compagnie Générale Trans- 
atlantique, Cunard, Hamburg-American, North 
German Lloyd, White Star, Monarch, Anchor, 
State, and Thingvalla Lines indorse the code 
most enthusiastically. The charts were taken to 
England, France, and Germany on the vessels 
leaving here this week and will be.submitted for 
approval to thy officers of the various companies 
on the other side. It bas~ been officially recom- 
mended for adoption by the English and German 
Consuls here, and, as it may be a meansof mak- 
ing ocean travel safer during the season when 
ice isrunning, Captains think there is no doubt 
of its immediate adoption by the companies as a 
means of tending to save property, prevent 
accident, and thus indirectly be a possible 
means for saving life. Several lines have already 
adopted the code and sailed with their charts 
and the necessary ice flag this week.

RECOMMENDATIONS FOR THE GOVERNMENT 
—DADY TO SETTLE IN NEW-YORK. 


When the Kings County Republican 
General Committee acjourned at its April meet- 
ing it was with the understanding that its Ex- 
ecutive Committee would get up a report upon 
the present condition of the party, embodying 
in thesame report some recommendations for 
its future government, and present itat a epecial 
meeting to be called by Chairman Follett. This 
meeting was held last night at Everett Hall, in 
Fulton-strest, Brooklyn, and the report was pre- 
sented and adopted, x 

It proved to be an exhaustive review of the 
Present condition ot the Republican Party, and 
to contain some pertinent suggestions for its 
tuture guidance. The committee had found an 
agreeable increase in the membership of the 
various ward and town associations, all of which 
Were ina good financial condition, and recom- 
mended that more of the actual campaign work 
be put upon these associations, to the relief of 
the General Committee. The committee thought 
that each ward association should hold at least 
nine meetings in each year. At present some 
hold only five. The necessity of a committee to 
Prepare and distribute useful political docu- 
ments, in which principles should be defined as 
well as declared, was urged, as well as the need 
of a permanent headquarters for the General 
Committee. 

The applause of those delegates pens last 
evening was given to the section which recom- 
mended that no candidate for public office 
should be placed upon the Campaign Committee, 
and thatany member of that committee who 
accepted a nomination to office severed by such 
action his connection with the committee, The 
early appointment of the Finance Committee 
was strongly recommended, and the report 
urged that it have power to add to its member- 
ship the names of any Republicans favorably 
known in the community. This section met 
with no opposition last night, although 
ata previous meeting it excited much animos- 
ity, its enemies boldly asserting that it was mere- 
ly a scheme to get into control such men as ex- 
Senator Albert Daggett, who failed in his ef- 
forts to be returned asa member of the Gen- 
eral Committee. The onelittie section, No. 17, 
of the by-laws, which bas prevented the Gen- 
eral Committee from transacting business since 
its organization in January, by providing that 
a change 1n the by-laws should require the vote 
of two-thirds of its members, there never having 
been such a large number present, was touched 
upon in the report in a recommendation that it 
be amended soas to read “two-thirds of the 
members preseut.”” The report closed without 
suggesting any plan upon which to conduct the 
Fall campaign. 

William H. Waring, Chairman of the Brooklyn 
Republican League, in moving the adoption of 
thia report took occasion to say that his organ- 
ization was pledged to stand by the regular Re- 
publican Committee and not to attempt to dic- 
tate to it,as many Opponents of both were try- 
ing to give the public to understand. A letter 
read last evening announced that the influence 
of “ Mike’? Dady, the Government contractor 
and politician, would no longer be felt in Brook- 
lyn. He resigned from the General Committee 
because his business interests required a removal 
of his residence to this city and bade his xsso- 
ciates good-bye as members of the party ‘‘or- 
ganized by Lincoln and developed by Grant, 
Garfield, Arthur, and Blaine,” whereat there 
was gréat applause. 


THE FISHERIES DISPUTES, 
Se ae 
COUNSEL PUTNAM ON THE PRESENT STATUS 
OF THE LITIGATION. 

Boston, June 16.—William L. Putnam, 
of Portland, counsel forthe United States on 
the fishery question, in a Boston Post interview 
expresses himself respecting the present status 
of the litigation as follows: **The proceedings 
already begun against the fishing vessels are two 
in number—one to recover a penalty of $400 for 
a Violation of the customs laws and the other to 
enforce a forfeiture of the vessels claimed to 
have purchased bait. These actions run against 
the Adams and the Doughty, and the cases are 
now pending in the Vice-Admiralty Court at 
Halifax. It is claimed in behalf of the 


vessels that, independently of the construction 
of the treaty, there is no imperial or Canadian 
statute imposing forfeiture for purchasing buit 
or supplies. The delay in the trial comes from 
the fact that the Chief-Justice, who sits as Ad- 
miraity Judge, is absent on the circuit and has 
not yet returned. The owners of the Doughty 
are making arrangements to release her on 
bond. A hearing in the cases will probably be 
reached in July. Theclamor against Mr. Bayard 
in relation to the fisheries question seems to have 
been encouraged by individuais who ought to 
know that for the present official propriety re- 
quires that he should remain silent and there- 
tore cannot defend bimself. Any sense of de- 
cency oughtto restrain our own countrymen 
from attempting to stab him in the back while 
he is compelled to keep his face towurd a 
common antagonist. The fisheries disputes 
have been ruuning for 70 years and during 
all that time our Government has apparently 
not succeeded in securing a permanent settle- 
mentof any of them. Anda yet this Admunis- 
tration seems to be expected to accompilisn with- 
in a few weeks what has not been accomplished 
in three-quarters of acentury. The question of 
the purchase of bait and the headland question 
remained, when President Cleveland came into 
office, as far fiom a aefinitive determination as 
in i819, the year after the treaty, and the -ame 
may be said as to the matterof the Gut of Canso, 
Mr. Bates made an award in the case of the 
Washington, seized inthe Bay of Fundy, upon 
special grounds. But the imperial authorities 





never recognized that award as binding, 
except for the particular case in hand. 
It is true that from time to time the 


imperial authorities have interfered in behalf of 
good neighburhood, but the claims of the Do- 
minion authorities have, nevertheless, been re- 
vived from time totime,and this revival has 
bcen marked by seizure after seizure of our ves- 
sels, of which I can enumerate nearly 30 in all. 
Three of these were guiity of no act except the 
purchase of bait, xna, asI recollect, all but two 
of them were condemned and sold. No reclama- 
tion by our Government was ever made so far 
as I have seen except inthe case of the Wash- 
ington. AJjl the omissions of the past in this re- 
spect seem to have been thrown by some gen- 
tlemen as a burden on the shoulders of this Ad- 
ministration, It is within my province to feel 
strongly assured tbat the Administration has 
been thoroughly attentive to this interest an: 
that in due time the country will find itself 
more than satisfied with its efforts to advance 
the just rigbts of our fishermen.”

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IN THE ATCHISON ROAD’S HANDS. 
GALVESTON, Texas. June 16.—The Gulf, 
Colorado and Santa Fé Railway system has been 
formally turned over to its new purchasers. the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa F$ Company. Ata 
meeting of the stockholders four members of 
the Board of Directors—J. H. Hutch- 
ings, J. E. Wallis, Leon Blum, and H. 


Kempner—tenaered their resignations, and 
the following gentlemen were elected in 
their places: William B. Strong, Isaac T. Burr, 
and A. W. Nickerson, of Bo-ton; Webster Sny- 
der, of Galveston. The other members of the 
board are President George Sealy, R. 8. Willis, 
and Waters Davis. This reorganization gives 
the Atchison Companya majority in the new 
board. It was the original intention to elect 
four Directors from the Atchison board, 
but an examination of the company’s 
charter revealed the fact that the charter 
expressly stipulates that a majority of 
the Board of Directors shall reside in Texas. 
Webster Snyder, the resident Director, repre- 
senting the Atchison Company, is also the Gen- 
eral Manager of the road, and under his super- 
vision the Fort Worth extension is being pushed 
toward the Canadian River, where it will connect 
with the Atchison Jines about next March. 

The stockholders’ meeting also increased the 
capital stock issue‘of the company from $7,000,- 
000 to $10,000,000. The increase represents the 
several extensions which already have been built 
and those now under way. This additional stock 
will be issuea as fast. as the extensions are fin- 
ished. The Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fé system 
of 1,000 miles of new railroad has thus pas:ed 
from the control of the Texas capitalists who 
projected and built the road as a distinctive 
Texas enterprise. The lease of the Gulf, 
Colorado and Santa F4 telegraph lines to the 
Baltimore and Ohio Company is not affected by 
the transfer to the Atchison Company. The 
Baltimore and Ohio Company, on the other 
hand, expects to acquire additional facilities 
over the Atchison main line as soon as the con- 
nection is made in the Indian Territory.

The bonded debt of the company is 
$5,000,000; certificates of indebtedness, 6 per 
cent., due after 1892, $4,600,000: bonds and 
stocks of other corporations owned by the Cen- 
tral, about $6.000,000. The claim is that, with all 
the valuable leases of roads, the plant will be a 
paying one, and with economical management 
will be valuable property. 
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THE NORTHWESTERN RATE WAR. 

CuIcaGo, June 16.—There are no indica- 
tions that the Western and Northwestern pas- 
senger war will soon come to anend. No direct 
cuts have been made during the last 24 hours, 
but considerable skirmishing is going on and 
there is no telling where lightning will strike 
next. The Milwaukee and St. Paul has met all 
cut rates made by Rock Island except to local 
points on its own line. The Rock Island 


manages to cut the rates to strictly local points 
on the Milwaukee and St. Paul by taking pas- 


sengers over its Own line to the nearest 
junction points, and then furnishing 
the passenger, free of charge, with 


a ticket from such junction to the point on the 
St. Paul to which he desires to go. It is under- 
stood that the Rock Island has purchased a 
large number of local tickets over the Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul for that purpose, thereby 
securing much business belonging exclusively 
to that road.

A NEW SET OF REFORMERS. 

Boston, June 16.—At the fourth day’s 
session of the North American Turnerbund to- 
day the labor question was discussed, and it was 
decided to deciare simply in favor of a shorten- 
ing of the working day for the irfdustrial 
laborers of America, leaving the exact length 
of the day for the decision of those con- 


eerned. The convention resolved that children 
under 14 years of age should not be allowed to 
work in tactories. A platform was adopted 
declaring that the sovereignty of the peopie 
was inalienable und that the office ,of President 
of the United States and the United 
States Senate should be abolished. They favor 
the introduction of the German system in the 
public schools and the exclusion from those 
schools of all sectarian influences; a progreas- 
ive income and property tax; the abolition 
of indirect taxation and the handing over to the 
State railroad and telegraph lines. They are 
opposed tothe appointment of Chaplains for 
Congress, to the appointment of religious ob- 
servances by the President or Governors, and 
“to the oaths of the Bible or in any other way 
of a religious character.” 











CENTRAL LABOR UNION DOINGS.

To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

On the 2d of June, when last I wrote on 
“the cable rate war,” I promised that I would 
atan early date try to “grapple” the so-callod 
Gould cable company. I will try now to redeem 
my promise. The advocate of the pooled cable 
monopoly here, who signed himself ** Fair Play,” 
in the Mail and Express, called attention to these 
cables in the following grandiloquent style. He 
said: * American capitalists, not wishing to have 
the Atlantic altogether under the control of 
foreign companies, laid two cables, now called 
the Gould cables. These cables were soon leased 
to the Western Union Telegraph Company, but 
the gentlemen who promoted them saw there 
was noroom fora further reduction of tariff, 


and 60 they wisely accepted their share of the 
trafic receipts at the fitty-cent rate.’ 

Now, the true history of this great act of 
patriotism is easily told. On the 29th of Janu- 
ary, 1881, a company under the name of the 
American Cable Construction Company was in- 
corporated in New-Jersey. The incorporators 
were Messrs. G. P. Morosini, Wager Swayne, 

H. Calef, Dennis Doran, and Solon Humphreys. 
The capital stock was for $10,000,000,divided into 
100,000 shares of $100 each. The object was to 
construct submarine cables. Out of this con- 
struction company grew the now so-called 
American Cable Company. It is claimed that 
there was never more than $7,000,000 called up, 
and that the two cables laid by this company 
from Nova Scotia to England did not cost mora 
than $6,500,000. 


But the public can afford 
to be liberal, 


and we will call it a round 
$7,000,000. The great object, according to 
“Fair Play,” was “not wishing to have 
the Atlantic altogether under the contro! of 
foreign companies.” Philanthropy and patriot- 
ism are proverbial to the inventors and promot- 
ers of construction companies, and if thousands 
of deluded investors in all sorts of construction 
companies go now shoeless about the world let 
it bea consolation to these poor wretches that 
the promoters live in palaces and are great mill- 
ionaires and patriots. However, let us return to 
these cables. ‘“ Fair Play” statea very truly that 
“these cables were soon leased to the Western 
Union Company.” Now, this Jcase was a master 
stroke of patriotism. Because the party who 
effected the lease considered that the mere fact 
of these two cable being “American cables,” 
and independent of “foreign control,” was in 
itself of as much value as the cables themselves, 
= we find that they were capitalized as fol- 
ows:

Isubmit thatany good American calling in 
question this capitalization ougut to be sent to 
Fort Lafayette tor want of patriotic feelings for 
his country. Railway stock watering is one 
thing, but cable stock watering is quite another 
affair. A great man’s genius may be criticised 
for watering a railway that goes from one 
American city to another American city a 
thousand miles off. But when acabie property 
is watered, resting as italready dves in water, 
and isafter all used by foreigners to at least 
halt its extent, why, then the great genius 
of the Neptune of watered stocks is 
moderate in the extreme, and he may 
well exclaim with Lord Clive, when the lat- 
ter was Charged by the Eust India Company 
with being a little too free with the treasure and 
jewels of the Indian Rajahs and nabobs: “* By 
God, Mr. Chairman, at this moment] stand as- 
tonished at my own moderation.” Alter all, 
Water is a blessed element. The major part of 
our 130,000 miles of railway are watered; water is 
essential in this great country to corporations. 
Besides, is not this globe of ours composed 
Seven-eighths of watec? Of course water is oc- 
casioOnully somewrat inconvenient, as we often 
find it to our cost when inundations overtake 
us. And while we need not greatly biame this 

articular watering of the cabies, we may be al- 
owed to point out its inconvenience. 

Well, the two cables, costing about $7,000,000 
or less, were leased to the Western Union, ata 
capitalization of $14,00u,000 for 40 years, at a 
rental of $700,000 per annum, or rather the West- 
ern Union guarantees 5 per cent. interest or 
dividend on 140,000 stock of the American Cable 
Company. Having accomplished this great act 
of patriotism the American Cable Company 
joined the pool of the European cables and 
took its share. Of course, the Western Union 
shareholders may perhaps feel inclined to ask 
some disagreeable questions. But that would 
be very unpatriotic on their part. Is not this 
me corporation an American institution? 

oes not the Western Union partake of the 
peculiar American privileges of scrip and stock 
dividends? Above all,doesit not share in that 
other American stock phenomenon that, when 
the dividend is passed on it, the stock invariably 
goes upin price? There is no trouble,then, about 
any questions, grumblings, or other disagree- 
able events. Still, there is one disagreeable 
phase, and that is when the ‘** Argus bites at the 
breeches pocket.” It is all very well when a 
corporation is flush, but when it is a little 
cramped and ready money is not so plentiful 
even great corporations grumble. The fact 
stands thus: The Western Union pays on ac- 
count of its guarantee to the American Cable 
Company $700,000 per annum. It cost at 
Jeast $200,000 more to cover working expenses, 
Hence we find the Western Union saddled 
with $900,000 per annum, and in 1885 their share 
of the cable pool was £180,000, or $650,000, which 
left a viear loss of $250,000. This receipt was at 
the basis of forty-cents-per-word tariff. Now, it 
must be perfectly cleur to every reader and 
every one interested in using the cable that the 
American Cabie Company cannot exist ata forty- 
cents-per-word rate, aud therefore it hus to so 
with the other watered pooled cable cumpanies 
apd insist upon asixty-cent rate. But how would 
tunis matter stand if there were no doube capi- 
talizetion in this stock? I| bave shown 
that at the furty-cents-per-word rate the Ameri- 
can Cable Company received $630,000 from the 
poo! in 188, Deduct from this $20v,0U0 for work- 
ing and other expenses and there remains $450,- 
000, or nearly 64 per cent. net on $7,000,0U0. And 
as Fair Play” suys.the laying of these cables was 
solely done out of patriotic motives, so that the 
ocean should not altogether be controlled by 
foreigners. The patriotic capitalists ought to be 
sati-fied with a 4 per cent. dividend, and be able 
to lay aside $170,000 annually as a reserve fund. 
But thereis something very strange about this 
guiranteed stock. Thisstock is seliing at about 
62 to 65, yet the great corporation guarantees 5 
per cent.onit. Itreminds onevf Turkey guar- 
anteeing Egypt. 

Well, the upshot is simply this: If an honest 
capitalization of the pooled cables would be 
mxde there is not the least doubt that there 
could bea fair dividend earned at a forty-cent 
rate per word. And, in fact, as telegruphing 
progresses, this forty-cent rate can certainly be 
reduced. But as long as these enormously 
watered capitalizations remain, and as long as 
these corporations seek to eurn a dividend on 
their watered stock, itcan only be done at the 
expense of all those who are obliged to make 
use of cable telegraphing. And it goes without 
saying if a pool without an opposition is made it 
wiil not be only asixty-cents-per-word tariff, but 
such a high tariff that will pay a sufficient divi- 
dend on these watered stocks. In the meantime 
it is perfectly clear that the twelve-cents-a-word 
rate is simply a coercion to compel an eventual 
sixty-cent rate, and this fact is but too well 
under-tood by the community at large: The 
final result is by no means doubtful.

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MAD COUNT CHESEBROUGH

WAS MARRIED, 
MRS. ARNOLD CLAIMING TO BE HIS HEIRESS, 

AS BEING HIS DAUGHTER, BORN IN 1857. 

_ The efforts of Leonora A... Arnold and 
ther husband. Thomas E. Arnold, to show that 
she is the lawful daughter of “ Mad Count 
Chesebrough” and heiress tothe millions left 
through his mother’s will, were continued 
yesterday before Special Examiner B. L. Bene- 
dict, United States Commissioner of Brooklyn. 
The complainant, Mrs. Arnold, claims to be the 
daughter of George M. and Josephine Chese- 
brough, born in lawful wedlock in 1857. George 
Norris and James K. Averill, the counsel forthe 
complainants, produced Mrs. Chesebrough, of 
Nashville, Tenn., the wife of the eccentric 
count, andalso a new witness, to whose testi- 
mony lawyer Schley gave the deepest attenticn, 
Mrs. Chesebrough, although the defense would 
not admit the identity in their questions, wasa 
fair sized woman, with a somewhat unattractive 
face. Her features were strongly and heavily 
marked, and her dark brown hair was somewhat 
luxunmant, and was combed back from still 
darker eyes. She wore a black chip hat trim- 
med with velvet and a black ostrich feather, 
and, despite the warmth of the day, a heavy 
brocade sacque. 

The new witness gave his name as Samuel E. 
Meade, 53 years old, of No. 42 West Fifteenth- 
street. Brom 1854 to 1861 he was clerk of the 
Smithsonian Hotel, at Broadway and Houston- 
street. He testified that in the Full of 1855a 
man engaged rooms at the Smithsonian Hotel 
and registered “G. M.” or ** George M. Chese- 
brough and wife.” He had not seen the regis- 


ter for 20 or 25 years, but he himself had seen 
the man register. They were assigned rooms 
Nos. 79 and Slon the ground floor. He remem- 
bered the fact because the rooms had been re- 
cently completed. They staid three or four 
raonths on this first occasion, and came again at 
least once afterward. 

* How long is it since you have seen the wife ?” 
asked Lawyer Norris. 

‘*It must be over 30 years.”’ 

He then recognized the woman in court as the 
wife of G. M. Chesebrough, He said he recog- 
nized her by her features and dark eyes, though 
he bad not seen her since she was at the hotel 
and had not been introduced to her in the court 
room. Being shown a photograph of George M. 
Chesebrough he recognized it as the man. He 
had heard him called Count. At that time he 
was a good-sized man, 5 feet 8 inches in height, 
with scanty hair and sandy whiskers. He was 
very eccentric, and * you would call him kind 
of dudish.”” He always had a page named Clar- 
ence, who did not room at the hotel. He was a 
Hrinking man and he had often seen him in- 
eapacitated for business. He always had his 
meals served in his room, and his wife’s sister, a 
girl of 14 or 15, used to visit them. Hehad never 
registered under any other name and had never 
come with any other woman. The witness had 
never held any conversation with the wife, but 
had seen her a great many times. 

Being cross-examined by Lawyer Schley for 
the defense, be admitted that he had no knowl- 
edge of his own that the woman was Chese- 
brough’s wife save from the fact that Chese- 
brough came with her. He described her then 
as 2 Woman not fashionably dressed but with a 
trim figure. She had a prominent nose and ber 
hair was combed back. She had not the appear- 
xnce of a Woman ubout to give birth toa child. 
He would not bazard a guess as to her age. Two 
years ago his attention was first recalled to the 
fact that Chesebrough had been at the hotel by 
some one he could not remember, and six 
months ago the complainant, Thomas BE. Arnold, 
had requested him to come to court. He had to 
be subpcenaed. The hearing was then ad- 
journea until Tuesday morning at 11 o’clock. 

In the testimony in the case, taken before 
Specia! Examiner George H. Gillis, at Sara- 
toga Springs, last month, Hiram Tompkins, 
Bl years old, .testified that he was book- 
keeper in the United States Hotel there 
In September and October, 1855. He ex- 
bibited the transient ledger in his own hand- 
writing, showing that “G. M. Chesebrough, 
lady, servant, and two horses’? were taken on 
Sept. 23. They staid until Oct. 4, when their 
bill amounted to $175. Someof the entries are 
as follows: “To rum, 16s.; paid Brown, $8 75; 
sherry, I16s.: brandy, 22s.; paid undertaker’s 
bill, $15; paid Mrs. Weeks for lot in cemetery, 
$3: brandy, 20s.; paid Fannie, $10; repairing 
door, $5: board, two persons, eicht daya, $34 50; 
parior, seven days, $21; wife, servant, and use 
of room for self, $21." He testified that the lady 
was supposed to be Chesebrough’s wife. He did 
not see him register, but had copied the register 
to his transient ledger. ‘** Lady” in such a book 
in those days meant wife. 

Fannie Post was next called. She was Fannie 
Wylie, a maid at the United States Hotel in 
1855. One Sunday nisxht, after midnight, she 
was waked up by the arrival of a man and 
woman. The housekeeper told her there was a 
jady sick. Dr. Freeman, since dead.fgwas sent for, 
and ina littie while he said, “You ought to be 
iuside, we have a nice little baby in there.”’ The 
next day Mrs. Weeks, the matron, introduced 
herto Mr. Chesebrough, and he said, “If my 
wife likes you, it will be all right.*’ She staid, 
but the baby, a male, had spasms and died, and 
sbe put ashroud on it and locked itup ina 
bureau drawer until the casket came. The next 
morning Count Chesebrough took it in a car- 


\riage to the cemetery. Then he began to drink. 


He used to go to Collins's gambling saloon, and 
come home intoxicated, and then he abused his 
wife. He generally cailed her “Juve,” but 
she had often heard him call her ** My dear 
wife.”’ One night he came home with two more 
drunken men and brought them in to see “ Joe.”’ 
The next day his bill was presented to him and 
he was enraged at itssize. He went off and came 
home worse than ever, with the delirum tre- 
mens, and he broke down the door leading to 
her (the nurse’s) room with a bed roller. After 
that Dr. Freeman tended him in bed. He took 
a brandy flask from under the pillow and threw 
itaway. When he got well he had to go to the 
Marvin House. He frequently called Mrs. 
Chesebrough “* My dear lady” and “ My lady.” 
She thought the man was @ paymaster in the 
Austrian Army because he had the Austrian 
coat of arms on his carriage door. He had 
& coat of arms, epaulets, and he wore stripes 
on his arms. Being sbown a photograph 
of the Count she recognized it at once, but she 
could not positively identify the photograph of 
the alleged mother of the present complainant; 
though tbe face was familiar, it was much older. 

Frederick Hummond, the son of the sexton of 
the Greenridge Cemetery, produced the memo- 
randum of his father in regard tothe burial of 
a child in the Weeks lot Sept. 26, 1855. James H. 
Marvin, the proprietor of the United States Ho- 
tel, corroborated the bookkeeper. He testified 
that the registers were burned in the fire of 185, 
In Brooklyn Peter Stegmeyer, the barber who 
used to shave the Count, has sworn that Chese- 
brough showed him the marriage certificate 
drawn up in August, 1854. 

There is an almost countless number of wit- 
messes yet to be called. 





THE SHEEP KILLERS‘ STRIKE. 

The quarrel between the sheep slaugh- 
#erers and the boss butchers which resulted ina 
strike on Sunday Jast has not yet been ended. 
The Executive Committee of the strikers held 
au all-day session yesterday at No. 855 Second- 
ayrenue, and the members expressed themseives 
as hopeful of winning and of compelling Mr. 
Harrington to adopt the piece-work system. 


They complained that in slaughter houses where 
the men were paid by the week they were often 
compelled to work 16 hoursaday. One great 
grievance of the men is that the bosses have or- 
ganized a Live Stock Association, by which they 
monopolize the entire business of the city and 
prevent any workmen frum becoming inde- 
pendent butchers. 

Mr. Harrington said yesterday that he had thus 
far secured nine men and was able toclaughter 
aoout 1,000 sheep a week, instead of 3,600 as before 
the strike. Hedenied that he had worked nis 
men 16 boursa day, and said that none of them 
worked longer on an average than 10 hours a 
day. Wednesdays and Thursdays were busy 
days, but the men had Saturdays off and worked 
only two or three hours on Sunday. He would 
give his old men until next Monday to return to 
work, he said, and if they refused he would get 
skilled butchers trom other cities and would 
mmake written contracts with them for one year. 








WANTS TO TRY IMPORTANT CASES. 

Meyer Saloboy, an expressman, was on 
trial in Part II. of the Court of General Sessions 
yesterday on a charge of receiving three pairs of 
shoes which Harry Harris, aged 16 years, had 
stolen from Max Feuerstein, of No. 528 Grand- 
street, on June 3. Young Harris testified that 
he had stolen 70 pairs of shoes recently, and had 
sold them to different people. Saloboy testified 
that he had bougbt three pairs from Harris 
against his own will. He bad at first refused to 
buy them, but his bride-elect had urged ‘him 
to purchase in view of their approaching wed- 
ding. When a policeman went to get the shoes 
and arrest Saloboy he found the bride wearing 
one of the pairs. 

In directing the jury to acquit Saloboy Judge 
Cowing said: “This is another of those trashy, 
trivial, petty larceny cases that bave of late 
been choking up the calendars of this court. It 
is about time that some of the important cases 
that are now awaiting trial were put on the 
calendar.”

T’REPLY OF THE CORPORATION COUNSEL TO 
ATTEMPTING TO PROVE THAT HE} 


THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 

The Corporation Counsel upon having 
‘his attention called to the interview with the 
Attorney-General reported in the papers of yes- 
terday morning said: 


“Tam very glad to see that the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s motion is founded upon an entire misap- 
\prehension of the situation down here. He evi- 
dently has not seen the papers in the suit 
brought by the city against the Seventh-Avenue 
Road. Hesaysthat ‘the State must assume in 
this litigation that every contract, lease, or 
agreement which the Broadway Surface Rail- 
road entered into, the performance of which 
depended upon the existence of the franchise, 
was terminated and canceled by the annulling 
statute.” He adds: ‘The suit brought by the 
Corporation Counsel, as I understand it, is not 
in harmony with this principle. It will create 
great confusion to have the Attorney-General 
prosecuting a suitin Albany based upon the 
principle that the contract with the Seventh- 
Avenue Railroad was terminated by the Annul- 
ling act and the Corporation Counsel prosecut- 
ing another in New-York based upon the prin- 
ciple that the contract stil] survives.’ 

“The suit Drought by the Corporation Counsel 
is based on no such principle; on the contrary it 
proceeds on the theory, first, that the Broadway 
and Seventh-Avenue Railroad Company never 
had any valid agreement with the Broadway 
Surface Road; second, that even if the agree- 
ment were originally valid it was destroyed by 
the recent acts of the Legislature which trans- 
ferred to the city the consents to run, and pro- 
vided that these consents should be used only 
after sale by the municipal authorities. It will 
thus be seen that on the fundamental principle 
which is to be tested the Attorney-Gener:i and 
myseif are wholly in accord, With regari to the 

particular tribunal selected I was not aware that 
the Legislature conferred on the Attorney-Gen- 
eral the option to select the judicial depart- 
ment for the express purpose, as he saya, 
*‘to enable him to get out of the city of 
New-York.’ If be chooses to _ select some 
other district than the First I surely will 
make no objection on the ground of its being 
troubiesome or expensive ‘to run up to Albany 
or Kingston.’ I think, however, Mr. O’Brien is 
mistaken, as, in fact, most lawyers practicing in 
other districts are, as to the condition of the 
calendars in this city. Allactions to which the 
city isa party are preferred causes, as are those 
in which the Attorney-General appears, and 
there is no diffculty at all in trying ana dispos- 
ing of a preferred case in the courts of this city 
at the term succeeding that in which issue is 
joined. 1 did not certainly intend to imply that 
the practice was not as well settled (probably it 
is more strictly settled) in the country than in 
the city. The difficulty I apprehended is this: 
The particular proceeding is berun under 
@ special statute, passed for the occasion, and 
under which no other proceeding has ever been 
brought. No sections of the code and no rules of 
court expressly prescribe the details of the pre- 
cedure under this new act. Nor has the practice 
become establishea by repeated decisions of the 
courts. This uncertainty as to the methods to 
be followed will, I fear, embarrass all parties, 
and will offer to those who are contesting these 
acts every opportunity which they desire to de- 
lay and hinder the final determination of the 
question. All difficulties of this character would 
be avoided by testing the questions in one or 
more regular actions. If the Receiver would 
bring an action against the Broadway and Sev- 
enth-Avenue Railroad to restrain them from 
using the rails, or if he would threaten to re- 
move the rails, and the Broadway and Seventa- 
Avenue Railroad should seek to enjoin him, that 
action and the one which I have already begun 
would undoubtedly determine every question 
likely to arise under these statutes. 

*In one material point, however, I differ from 
the Attorney-General, if heis correctly reported, 
which I very much doubt. He says that ‘the 
moment the bill annulling the franchise of the 
Broadway Surface Railroad became a law all 
its property passed into the custody of the State, 
to be administered and distributed according to 
law.’ This is of course so, except as to the per- 
mission or license to Operate the road, which is 
known asthe consents. This permission, whether 
property or not, did not pass into the custody of 
the State »t all, because the Legislature explicit- 
ly, and by an act intended to aceomplish that 
very purpose, transferred the consents immedi- 
ately upon the dissoiution of the company to 
the city of New-York, to be sold by its 
municipal authorities and to be used only 
after sale by them. The great army 
of innocent bondhoiders, deaf and blind stock- 
holders, Jessees, and miscelianeous lienors con- 
tend that this act is unconstitutional and void 
as to them; but although the Attorney-General 
bas written me in reference to the argument in 
the United States courts enjoining this sale that 
he will not argue in support of this particular 
act, but expects me to do so. 1 do not appre- 
hend that he will officially take the position that 
the actis voia. Of course if he does wecan no 
longer * co-operate,’ because my official duty re- 
quires me to support the validity of thatact by 
every argument in my power, and thus secure 
the proceeds of such sale to the city of New- 
York instead of having them passed to the State 
and its Receiver, to be distributed among the 
creditors of the Broadway Surface Railroad.”

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WHY SHEVIL DIDN'T GET THE MONEY. 

James B. Shevil sued Lawyer Sidney V. 
Lowell in the County Court, in Brooklyn, yes- 
terday, to recover the half of $482 51, the amount 
of a verdict awarded his father, James Shevil, 


who had brought suit to recover an excess of 
assessment paid on the improvement of Flush- 
ine-avenue. The claim was assigned to the pres- 
ent plaintiff by his father. The plaintiff's coun- 
sel proved by several witnesses that Mr. Lowell 
had agreed to bring the original suit for half the 
verdict, and that he had collected the verdict 
and refused to turn the money over to his client. 

Mr. Lowell then admitted this, but ciaimed 
that he had paid it back into the City Treasury, 
as upon investigation he became satisfied that 
his client had bad no pecuniary interest in the 
property taxed and had not paid the assessment. 
There had been no trial of the matter, as it was 
settled on the basis of a test case, previously de- 
cided. Mr. Lowell laid the facts of the case be- 
fore the City Court ana received an order direct- 
ing the payment of the entiresum back to the 
City Treasurer. After considerable argument 
Judge Moore directed the jury to find a verdict 
for the defendant. 





TWO VERY EXCITED-BIDDFRS. 

The Real Estate Exchange, inspired by 
recent achievements by stock brokers, bad a 
little breeze yesterday. It didn’t cause much of 
a stir, but the Real Estate Exchange is pretty 
proud of it fora fair beginning. The St. John 
apartment house, James D. rish’s former prop- 
erty, wus up at auction, subject to a fifty-tnou- 
sand-dollar mortgage.

Starin’s Glen Island was opened for the 
season yesterday. The day was hardly hot 
enough to drive people to the pleasant resort on 
the Sound in great numbers, but there wasa 
good gathering there and all seemed to enjoy 
themselves thoroughly.

appeared as happy as any animal could that had 
to wear a striped suit and live bebind bars. Then 
there were two baboons. They had not been 
gifted by bountiful nature with very large eyes, 
but they had noses of a most generous ampli- 
tude. Both of them sat doubled up In their cayes 
and wrapped in solemn meditation. They 
were apparently far wiser thun the two horned 
owls that were perched near tiem. Three ele- 
phants stood swaying by their stukes and eating 
everything that the generous spectators offered 
them. They were unquestionably the free lunch 
fiends of the menagerie. There wus also a lion, 
fat and sleek, who se3med to live upon the fat 
of the land and likewise on the bones, judging 
from the way he crunched the ribs of a piece of 
beef big enough fora good sized boarding house. 
Near by was a small pond in which were sey- 
eral modest, unassuming seals. They swam a 
great deal under the water, and no doubt had a 
good time down there.

In the pavilion a vigorous brass band, armed 
with a fine array of instruments, including a 
nimble xylophone, discoursed an uninterrupted 
flow of popular music, to which a large number 
of people listened while they quaffed good beer.

At the restaurant things 
looked exceedingly bright, and an enticing sign 
announced that tbe clambake which blooms in 
Rhode Islana could be had right there. People 
who bad never been to Rhode Island tackled the 
clambake, and decided that the smaliest State 
had some excuse for living afterall. The dairy 
was in operation, and farinaceous foods were 
being ladied out in generous quantities to peo- 
ple who looked as healthy as oxtmeal and milk 
are supposed to make people.

UNCLE RUFUS’S COACHMAN, 





WHETHER POISON WAS OR WAS NOT IN- 
STILLED INTO HIS POCKET. 

As Uncle Rufus Hatch lounges in the 
room of the City Court, in which the suit of 
Brewster & Co. against him is on trial, he Jooks 
toa distant observer startlingly like Gen. But- 
ler. His face is as full and round and his big 
bead is as destitute of hair. He went to court 
yesterday prepared to be comfortable. A low- 
cut white waistcoat incased his full round body. 
It flared out just above its topmost button so as 
to make way for draughts to cool its wearer. Al- 
together, Mr. Hatch was the coolest-looking man 


in the stuffy court room, and offered a remark- 
able coutrast to his counsel, Joho Graham, who 
had his queer-shaped black coat buttoned tight- 
ly and looked very hot. 

The testimony in the suit was merely a repeti- 
tion of that given at thethree previous triais, 
Mr. Brewster, the head of the plaintiff firm, who 
is just as ponderous and as jolly looking under 
ordinary cirrumstances as Mr. Hatch, insisted 
that neither be nor any of his associates had un- 
dertaken to bribe Mr. Hatch’s coachman to in- 
duce him to find work for them to do on his em- 
ployer’s landaulet. Out of the goodness of their 
hearts they had given him some presents. He 
had never asked them for money. If he had he 
would have been incontinently kicked out of 
their presence. Mr. Brewster insisted that his 
firm had given good work to Mr. Hatch, and 
ouly wanted fair pay for it. 

John Granam moved for the dismissal of the 
complaint, and in the course of the discussion 
between him and Judge Hyatt they made the 
jurors stare by their bandying of Latin. stare 
decisis and res adjudicata were the prettiest 
phrases they used. Mr. Graham moved, first, 
that the complaint be dismissed on the ground 
that the rule of law announced by the Geveral 
Term of the City Court but reversed by the 
Court of Common Pleas on appeal was the rule 
of the case, having been revived by the recent 
statute depriving the Court of Common Pleas 
of appellate jurisdiction oversuchacase. This 
rule, he suid, was that there could be no recov- 
ery from a principal on acontract made by an 
agent who had not been utterly devoted to the 
principal’s interests. Judge Hyatt denied the 
motion, holding that be could not take cogni- 
zance of an “ essay on business ethics” incorpo- 
rated ina General Term opinion, but must try 
the case de novo and apply the law as he under- 
stood it to the facts as they were developed. 

Then Mr. Graham moved for dismissal on the 
ground that it was conceded that Mr. Hateh’s 
coachman had received presents from Brewster 
& Co., and that from this fact the luaw deduced 
the conclusion that ‘** poison” had been intro- 
duced into the coachman’s pocket, and from 
there into bis moral system, with the eftect of 
overcoming his loyalty to his employer. 

“But,” suid Judge Hyatt, “it is for the jury 
to decide whetber there was any bribery. It is 
not conceded that there was.” 

‘The facts proved carry tu Mr. Brewster the 
stigma of bribery,”’ responded Mr. Graham.

“Fifteen or twenty minutes will be long 
enough for me,”” remarked ex-Judge Arnoux, 
Brewster & Co.’s counsel. 

“Ob! I want more than that time,” broke in 
Mr. Graham. 

“There is not s0 much on our side as on the 
other,”’ added ex-Judge Arnoux. 

*That’s so!” Mr. Graham cried jumping at the 
remark. “* We'll concede that. And if you will 
let it go upon the record, I will let the case go to 
the jury without argument.”

The figure is designed to 
show His tripie character of prophet, priest, and 
king. In the rignt hand area sceptre, a reed, and 
some ears of corn. In the left hand is an orb. 
Underneath is a scroll typical of prophecy. The 
whole rests on a cornerstone, which iss intended 
to illustrate the words, ‘“‘On this rock will I 
build my church.” 

Around the Saviour are grouped seven angels. 
One bears the shattered tablets of the old law 
and the palm, signifying victory over deatn. At 
the feet of the Lord are the four rivers men- 
tioned in Genesis, and above His head is the 
dove, symbolizing the Holy Spirit. In the nim- 
bus just above His head is the morning star. 
Two angels kneel at His feet, one bearing a cen- 
ser, signifying prayer and praise, and the other 
a golden crown of glory. Above there is an- 
Other angel bearing 2 crown of thorns, signifi- 
cant of His martyrdom. In the division above 
the gallery are three angels holding a scroll with 
the inscription, * Holy, holy, holy, Lord God of 
Subaoth.” This part of the window also has 
the band with triple rays, the embiem of the 
First Person, which thus compietes the Trinity. 
The inscription, which is engraved on a brass 
plate, is ** In Memoriam, Edwin HA. Trust; natus 
April 1, 1842; oblit. May 18, 1884." The window 
was made in London by Heaton, Butier & Bayne 
and will be erected here by their agents, the 
Gorbam Manufacturing Company.
